1. Presentation of the Treasurer’s Report and Investment Committee Report - H. E.

a) Grants and Awards Committee - D. R. Thornton. 

A copy of the Annual Report of the Grants and Awards Committee was distributed to all

and his associates and the office staff, in the preparation of the report.

R. L. Waddell informed the Directors that although interest has been received from a 
number of Valleys regarding Learning Centres, no new formal requests have been 
received in the past six months to establish Planning Committees. 

Jack “Andy” Anderson, Chairman of the Walk-a-Thon Committee has reported that 9 of the 49 
Valleys across Canada have submitted reports and funds and that $12,000.00 has been received for 
the Learning Centres Expansion Fund from their efforts. 

Joy Graves, the Director of the Valley of Detroit Learning Centre and the tutor trainer for the Learning 
Centres in London and Windsor has now been properly certified to continue her training in Canada. 

Draft 9 of the Learning Centre Hand Book is nearing completion and should be available for the 
Directors’ approval at our April 2006 meeting. 

Application will be made to I.M.S.L.E.C. for the certification of our tutors to teach the Orton-Gillingham 
system. A fee of $500.00 must accompany the application. 
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A pilot project is being reviewed to develop techniques to record all tutor-client sessions. It is 
anticipated that this matter will form a part of the Hand Book to be used by all Learning Centres 
developed in Canada. 

Before requesting acceptance and approval of his report he asked for updates from the London, 
Windsor and Halifax Learning Centres. 

R. A. Barnett reported on the London Learning Centre and noted that everything was progressing 
very well. He mentioned an interesting research project Dr. Joseph Janisse from the University of 
Western Ontario was pursuing regarding C.A.T. scans for our Centre clients. More details will be 
available in the days ahead. 

J. C. Fairthorne reported that the formal opening of the Learning Centre in Windsor would take place 
at 2:00 P.M. this coming Sunday. He was pleased to report that several Officers of Supreme Council 
would be attending.

REPORT OF 

THE GRAND SECRETARY-GENERAL 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Annual Session in Toronto: Their Session budget was reviewed and squeezed before being 
satisfied that the registration fee would need to increase by $25.00 per attendee to reduce the 
proposed budget deficit to $30,795. Registration fees will be $375.00 for the Active and Past Actives 
and $245.00 for the Honorary Inspectors General. A change was made in filing of the registration 
forms to provide for the total fees due on registration fees to be paid by September 1 st , requesting a 
post-dated cheque in the amount of the balance due to accompany the registration form when it is 
filed. This change was made to reduce the time and the congestion at the registration desk as the 
attendees arrive. Your co-operation in implementing this change is appreciated. The registration 
forms have been mailed to all members of the 33° and the members of the class. We have projected 
an attendance of about 600 in Toronto. It is too early to have any feedback regarding numbers for 
attendance in September. 

Annual Session Edmonton: The Annual Session was successful. We congratulate lll□Bro□Gary 
Bennett 33° and his Committees for their many hours of hard work on our behalf to provide a 
successful and enjoyable conference in Edmonton. However, the first financial report was finally 
received on March 26 th and a revised report on May 6, 2005. The delay on receiving the financial 
results in Hamilton for the Annual Session held last September was a disappointment. 

Future Annual Sessions: At the close of each Annual Session, we continue to hold a meeting with 
the Chairmen of Future Annual Sessions. Chairmen of Subcommittees who are members of 
Supreme Council and are in attendance specifically the Chairwomen of the Ladies Committee are 
encouraged to attend. The importance of timely reporting for the Session is emphasized and 
questions regarding budgets and other plans are reviewed. As the year progresses, and the date for 
the specific host approaches, more detailed discussions and the firming up of plans are reviewed and 
finalized. 

The Annual Sessions appear to becoming more a part of our members’ annual vacation plans that 
include attending our Annual Sessions. To that end we are developing the agenda for these Sessions 
to include more free time for the men and their ladies to spend enjoying the events and local 
attractions each host city has to offer. 

Audit Partner: NlnBronGeorge Benton, 33°, the partner at Grant Thornton who was responsible for 
our audit for a number for years retired effective December 31, 2004. Thank you, George for your 
many years, not just as our auditor, but also as a consultant and advisor ever ready to contribute your 
experience and expertise to the success of Supreme Council. 

Mr. Evan McDade, a partner with Grant Thornton, has assumed the responsibilities for our account. 
We met with Evan and George on June 27 th 2005 to discuss the transition between partners and the 
audit for the current fiscal year. There have been some changes in the audit requirements as 
instituted by the Institute of Chartered Accountants related to management governance and the 
evaluation of the system of internal controls. These topics will be discussed as the audit progresses 
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and recommendations for any improvements required will be presented to the Audit & Finance 
Committee for their review following the completion of the audit. 

Database: The objective in establishing a central membership database in Hamilton is to provide the 
ability for Supreme Council to communicate directly with our membership via surface mail. More 
recently we are considering the possibility of using e-mail, the Internet or the Website. 

lll□Bro□Don Reekie, 33° has offered his services to aid Kris Nickerson and the Hamilton Office with 
the completion of the database system. Don’s review is in progress and expected to be completed 
with a report due at the end of July. 

Thank you Don for offering your expertise in resolving the implementation of the database system. 

Kris Nickerson has been assigned more responsibilities with Grant Thornton in their Toronto office 
and as such has had to restrict the time he has to spend on this project. 

The database at this stage has been developed and is ready for testing. Testing the transfer of data 
from the Hamilton and Barrie Valleys will be in made August. The data received has to be confirmed 
and any differences resolved with the individual Valley. The test is also to make the program as ’’bug 
free” as possible before distributing it to the Valleys. A routine for the electronic confirmation of the 
data received and confirmation of the agreement of the Valley and Supreme Council records is also 
being tested. 

Introduction of the database program will be on a Valley-by-Valley basis during the next fiscal year. 
Those Valleys that have their own database will be able to continue to use them on the understanding 
that the data for their membership may be transferred electronically to the Supreme Council 
database. If there are any difficulties with the export of this data, they will be addressed on an 
individual Valley basis. 

This is an expensive process even though Don Reekie is donating a lot of his time at the moment. 
Uploading the databases from the Valleys to the main database in Hamilton creates very challenging 
problems even if the Valley’s database is Access, the same as the database being used in Hamilton. 
We know there are several Valleys not using the Access database. We met strong resistance to 
change from them in Edmonton. Without this change, we also have the conversion from one 
database to another to overcome to complete the upload from some Valleys. They in turn will have a 
similar problem with the data being downloaded from Hamilton to complete the synchronization of the 
two databases (members control ID numbers between the two databases yet to be resolved). 

The Supreme Councilor and the Foundation Newsletter are two specific items that we wish to be able 
to distribute directly to our members. There are a number of Foundation supporters who are not 
“Scottish Riters” and we have access to their mailing address through the tax receipt system 
database for items that would be mailed directly to them. 

Insurance: In this changing litigious society our liability risks are being assessed and a solution to 
provide insurance coverage is being investigated to be sure Supreme Council is covered to the extent 
that coverage is available and practical. 

Library: The two Library Committees (Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario and 
Supreme Council) had a joint meeting and agreed on the terms for a joint library to be opened in the 
Grand Lodge building. The cost is an annual rental of $1,200.00. The setup costs for the shelving is 
estimated at $500.00 and will paid by Supreme Council. Cataloguing and moving the books from the 
basement at Grand Lodge to the Library on the second floor is planned for completion in July 2005. 
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Proceedings The preparation and distribution has taken an unsatisfactory length of time. The plan is 
for the Grand Secretary-General to take one week as soon as possible after the end of the Annual 
Session to transcribe the minutes, which seems to be one of the factors for the delay. The timely 
receipt of reports and the Obituaries are the other major factors, which have now been addressed. On 
this basis it is expected that the Proceedings should be complete for distribution by December 31 st 
each year. 

Statutes and Regulations: No new recommendations for amendments to the Statutes and 
Regulations have been received this year. There was a carry over of the amendment for the 
evaluation of the adequacy of the Life Membership Funds from the session last year. It has been 
modified to address the concerns raised in Edmonton. The concern was that Supreme Council was 
dictating the action that the Valley must take regarding the assessment of the adequacy of their Life 
Membership Fund. A number of those present expressed the view that this is a Valley issue and not 
subject to dictates from Supreme Council. This issue has been addressed in the amended language 
that has been sent to you. 

Supreme Council Office: We have benefited from the changes that were implemented during the 
preceding year. Experience has also improved our performance as the new staff became acquainted 
with the various Chairmen and our members during the last year. 

Mrs. Katie Benton retired in June 2005. Congratulations Katie! I know you just started to help us on a 
short term basis with the membership rolls which, as happens so often, turned into a number of years 
on a part time basis performing numerous tasks as needed. Thank you for the many years of hard 
work and the skills you brought to Supreme Council. May you and George enjoy many years of “golf” 
and retirement. 

Miss Annie Thompson has been in the office on a part time basis since January with most of her time 
being spent on the Foundation records for donations regarding the Learning Centres. 

I have expressed appreciation to Miss Janey Smith, and Ms. Susan Thompson for their hard work, 
their co-operation and the manner in which they have discharged their duties in the last year. 

George Robbins, our Executive Secretary, continues to grow and expand his sphere of duties and 
responsibilities for the successful operation of Supreme Council. 

I am pleased with the performance of Supreme Council office and thank each and everyone for the 
pleasant atmosphere in the office and their co-operation and support in giving me another successful 
and enjoyable year in my roll as Grand Secretary-General.

THE GRAND TREASURER-GENERAL

I am pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s report for the year ended 
May 31, 2005, which will be published in the Annual Proceedings of this Session. The Financial 
Statements constitute both a general and detailed report of all revenues and expenses during the 
year pursuant to Article .28 [c] of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

Once again, I am pleased to report that Supreme Council has enjoyed a relatively successful year as 
it relates to our finances. Our investment portfolio is in sound condition and we are fortunate to have a 
solid financial base. The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 31, 2005 
consisting of cash on deposit and cash equivalents, investments at cost together with amounts 
receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance 
totaled $ 1,505,098, which represents an increase of $ 70,936 from the balance of May 31,2004. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses present the results of operations 
for the year ended May 31, 2005 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31, 
2004.The Excess of Revenue over Expenses aggregated $ 70,361 this year as compared to $ 9,558 
for the year ended May 31, 2004. Although we sustained an operating loss of $ 48,032 for the year 
ended May 31,2005 as compared to an operating loss of $ 50,699 for the year ended May 31,2004, 
this was offset by our investment income of $ 58,036 and the gain on sale of securities in the amount 
of $ 60,357. 

Again, our investment income remained relatively unchanged and aggregated $ 58,036 for the year 
ended May 31,2005 as compared to $ 57,198 in the prior year. Likewise, the net gain on disposal of 
investments aggregated $ 60,357 as compared to $ 3,059 in fiscal 2004. Given the expectation of 
continuing low interest rates and an uncertain equities market, it is unlikely that we will achieve 
revenue increases in the year ahead from any of our investment resources. As outlined in the report 
of the Trustees, our investment portfolio aggregates $ 1,389,256 at cost as at May 31, 2005 with a 
market value of $ 1,475,376 plus cash equivalents as compared to $ 1,451,078 at cost as at May 31, 
2004 with a market value of $ 1,554,673. 

In accordance with Art.28 [d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer-General has 
submitted a draft annual budget for the ensuing two fiscal years i.e. May 31,2006 and May 31,2007. 
These proposed budgets have been submitted to the Chairman of Audit and Finance and his 
committee for review and will be addressed in detail in due course and submitted for approval. 

Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined in the 
Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General and the Grand 
Secretary-General are in regular communication throughout the year with our representative at 
R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the investment portfolio and its performance. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Executive Secretary have met 
on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the financial affairs of Supreme 
Council. We have also met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to review their 
report and the year-end audited financial statements. A special thanks to our auditors Grant Thornton, 
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Chartered Accountants, L.L.P. and in particular, Mr. George Benton, C. A., for their overall assistance 
and interest during the year. 

As suggested last year and subsequently endorsed by the Advisory Council and in concert with the 
Audit and Finance Committee, an amendment to the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council to 
include an additional section to assist those valleys with “Life Membership Trust Funds" to value to 
adequacy of their “ Life Membership Fund ’’has been submitted for your review and consideration. 

ACTIONS 

Candidates’ Capital Fund 

I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation last year, your Grand Treasurer-General 
has established with R. B. C. Dominion Securities, a Special Candidates’ Capital Fund and 
transferred thereto $15,000 as seed money, which in turn was invested. From here on in and 
commencing with this year’s class the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council of every new Honorary Inspector-General will include an amount of $ 150 or such 
amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This amount will be invested in this 
Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually Supreme Council would 
withdraw say, eighty-five [85%] percent of the income earned by the fund to assist with the financial 
operations of Supreme Council. The capital would remain in tact. Accordingly, each year the fund 
would increase by the fifteen [15%] of the investment income retained in the fund, as well as the 
contributions made by the fees paid by the new Honorary Inspectors-General. 

This recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable source of capital in the 
future. 

Conclusion 

The important message I wish to leave with you is the reality that we are in a sound financial state 
and we expect this to continue into the future. 

In closing, I wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme Council staff for their loyal 
support and to all the Supreme Council Brethren who have conscientiously applied fiduciary 
accountability in helping Supreme Council keep expenditures to budget. 

A special word again to IIInBronOrlan J. Weber, 33 Q Sovereign Grand Commander, III^BronC. Robert 
Townshend, 33 Q Lieutenant Grand Commander, 33 Q , NlDBronH. Edward Standish, 33 Q Grand 
Secretary-General and IIInBronGeorge R. Robbins, 33 Q Executive Secretary for all their assistance 
during the past year to the Grand Treasurer-General.

The second 
proposed amendment is to amend the Regulations by adding Regulation 10 that again relates to the 
regulation regarding life membership. The regulations governing Life membership Trust Funds are set 
forth in the preliminary reports and this Committee find the proposal to be regular. ON MOTION duly 
moved and seconded by III^Brosn Robert S. Whitmore and Ray T. Bryant that the report be 
accepted. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON JURISPRUDENCE AND LEGISLATION 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation is required by our Statutes and Regulations to 
consider all matters referred to it, with particular reference to amendments to the Statutes and 
Regulations and to report to this Supreme Council accordingly. 

Part I of this report covers amendments presented to the Grand Secretary-General and published in a 
timely manner as required by ART. 47.1 (a) i and ii. 

Part II of this report covers the Committee’s report on the allocution of the Sovereign Grand 
Commander. 

PARTI 

This year your Committee has received two notices of proposed amendments to the Statutes and 
Regulations and, in accordance with ART. 47.1 .(a) (iii), your Committee reports thereon as follows: 

Note Re Special Treatment of Presenting Amendments 

To present these amendments in a format which your Committee hopes will make them easy to 
visualize and understand, the presentation code is as follows for each amendment: 

Xyxyxyxyxy=These words are to be ADDED to the Article. 

Xyxyxyxyxy =These words are to be DELETED or struck out. 

Xyxyxyxyxy=The rest of the Article NOT to be changed. 

WORDS OF CAUTION 

Your Committee wishes to emphasize that in reporting that these proposed amendments are found to 
be regular, your Committee is in no way endorsing nor commenting on the merits of any particular 
amendment but merely is stating that it has been found to be regular so as to be considered and 
voted on at the upcoming Executive Session of this Supreme Council. 

Amend Article 82 by adding sections (d) and (e) as follows: 
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The funds received by the constituent body to acquire a life membership, together with any monies 
already held by the constituent body on account of existing life memberships, shall be kept separate 
and apart from the general funds of the constituent body in a trust fund. (2004) 

Life memberships shall be calculated and the monies may be withdrawn for the Life Membership 
Trust Fund in accordance with the formulae as set out in the Regulations approved by Supreme 
Council from time to time. (Refer to Regulation 10) (2004) 

On review, your Committee finds this proposed amendment to be regular. 

Amend the Regulations by adding Regulation 10 as follows: 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING 
IFE MEMBERSHIP TRUST FUNDS 


i) Those Valleys with Life Membership as noted in Article 82(d) should keep the funds received for 
ife memberships in a Trust Fund separate and apart from the General Funds of the Constituent 
Body. In order to establish the adequacy of the Trust Fund an actuarial review should be conducted 
on a regular basis. In some Valleys professional actuaries are used to review the adequacy of the 
Life Membership Trust Fund and the results are available to the Valley membership for approval and 
he implementation of any action that may be required. For other Valleys, who do not choose to hire 
a professional actuary to conduct this review, we present the following tables as a tool to enable them 
to determine and review the adequacy of their Life Membership Trust Fund. 


(ii)The amount of the Life Membership Trust Fund shall be at least as great as that determined by 
multiplying the Constituent Bodies’ dues, or if no annual dues are being charged then use the costs 
as defined in regulation 10(3), by the age factor from the following table. (2005)

Regardless of how the payments into the Life Membership Trust Fund were calculated, as of the first 
day of each fiscal year the Fund should be evaluated by extending the age-group figures in Column A 
by the current number of life members in each age group and multiplying the total of those extended 
factors by the current constituent body dues. Where the constituent body does not have dues, this is 
the current annual cost of operating the constituent body. If the members receive a life membership 
at age 65, a similar calculation must also be made using the factors in Column B for such members 
who will receive life membership.

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If the Life Membership Trust fund equals or exceeds the amount of the evaluation calculated in 10.3, 
the current constituent body dues of the existing life members will be paid to the constituent body’s 
general finds (2004). 


If the Life Membership Trust Fund is less than the amount of the evaluation calculated in 10.3, the 
investment earnings earned by the Fund in the prior fiscal year, up the amount of the current 
constituent body dues only, shall be paid or transferred to the constituent body’s general funds 

(2004). 

If due to aging or decreased number of life members, after an evaluation of the Life Membership 
Trust Fund using the factors in regulation 10.1, there is a surplus in the Life Membership Trust Fund, 
then the excess of the investment earnings over the constituent body dues, plus up to 5% of the 
Capital portion of the fund, as identified in 10.2, up to the evaluation surplus, may be withdrawn to the 
general or other funds of the constituent body. Before making such withdrawal, the constituent body 
must request approval from the Chairman of the Standing Committee on Audit and Finance, 
forwarding with the request the evaluation which indicated that there was an excess and the 
calculations of the amount being withdrawn (2004). 

On review, your Committee finds this proposed amendment to be regular.

ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE COMMITTEE ON RITUAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

D VARIA 

During this last year again, your Committee received various comments from a number of brothers 
and these were welcome as they were very constructive or informative in nature. We encourage 
officers as well as individual members to continue to do so. 

• Master Masons Nights 

M.M. Nights are now integrated in numerous Valleys as a permanent feature of the Rite activities. As 
long as a degree or drama is not presented integrally and that the secrets of a degree are omitted in 
their entirety, this Committee is of opinion that it does not really need to intervene in the approval of 
the holding of such activities. However, Deputies should remain vigilant and refer any special feature 
or ritualistic problem to this Committee for advice. 

• Joint Installations 


Your Committee has not had time to fully review in depth the Joint Installation Ceremony submitted to 
this Committee by the Valley of Calgary some time ago. In the meantime, we permit its use on an 
extended interim basis, pending final revision and approval, as we favour the use of same as an 
inventive way to cut down on so called “administrative” ritual work and allow all Valleys who wish so 
to focus on “real” degree work. Further, nothing prevents such a ceremony to be open to friends and 
families, as long as signs and batteries are omitted. 

• First Three Degrees of Scottish Rite 


In Montreal, the Condorcet Working Group of La Loge J. T. Desaguliers N°138 G.R.Q. pursues the 
exemplification work of its own version of the first three degrees in French of modern European A. & 
A. S. R. rituals. The Grand Lodge of Quebec is expected to rule shortly on this experiment. The 
avowed objective of this exemplification work is to obtain permanent permission to have some loge(s) 
in Quebec to work the A. & A. S. R rituals. In the opinion of this Committee, aside from remote and 
unsure questions of copyrights, such a matter is of the exclusive jurisdiction of every Grand Lodge 
within its territorial jurisdiction. We shall therefore await any interesting developments in this regard. 


ID ON-GOING REVISION OF ENGLISH DEGREE RITUALS 
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This Committee’s prime objective for last year was to start a systematic revision of the English 
versions of the various degree rituals, especially those who were not revisited for some time. We 
started with the 15° and the 32°. Thanks to inputs from lll□Bros□Gareth Taylor, 33°, Ed Drew, 33°, 
and others, preliminary suggestions were incorporated and a revised version of each was commented 
and proof read by IIInBrosaTom Hannan and Dr. Glenn Martin, both 33°. We dusted off some 
outdated formulas and grammar, and we did away with antiquated titles especially in the opening and 
closing sections. Parts of invocations and prayers were shortened and refocused on the symbolism of 
the degrees. In the 32°, we reinserted the secrets within the ritual and got rid of some undertones of 
vengeance still present. All of this was done with the sole view of refreshing the form of the degrees 
and to make them more palatable to the young men we wish to attract in our ranks, but at the same 
time with a marked respect for the message and integrity of the degrees. However, we did not 
hesitate to correct an historical mistake when we found one. For example, we restored the battery of 
the 32° from ‘four and one’ to ‘one and four’, having researched the early 19 th century tylers and 
monitors on this precise point. The French versions of those two degrees were adjusted with 
corresponding changes. Accordingly, I file with this report the new versions of the15° and the 32° in 
English and French, both in hard and electronic copies, and they are hereby recommended for 
approval. 

Ill) NEW RITUAL IN FRENCH 

Last year I reported: "In an ultimate effort to capstone the corpus of our degrees in French, I have 
completed the translation of the 33° ritual, although I realize fully it is not expected to be used very 
extensively...." The second part of the 33° ritual, that of the coronation of a S.G.I.G. and Active 
Member, was not included therein. It is now translated and likewise appended hereto, and it is hereby 
recommended for approval. This finally completes an undertaking started some eighteen years ago 
under the guidance of lll□Bro□Charles Sankey, 33°, who celebrated his 100 th birthday last July. His 
longevity and his astonishing clear mind, not to mention his legendary and incisive wit, prove beyond 
any doubt that hard work does you good... 

IVj CERTIFICATE FOR A S.G.I.G. 

In my last year report, I asked that be considered the issuance of certificates for S.G.I.G’s, based on 
a binding precedent. I had included a copy of such a certificate and even took the trouble to translate 
it into French, and it was filed on a CD-ROM. As no action has been taken on this request to date, I 
hereby reiterate same. 

Vj SUGGESTED AMENDMENTS TO REGULATIONS 

Pursuant to my call to the brethren during the last sessions of S.C., requesting explanations as to the 
meaning of the inscriptions on the P.M.W.S. decoration, I received precious inputs from 
lll□Bro□Robert E. Jutner, 33° and NlDBronRichard Dorais, 32°, and could finally decipher the meaning 
of the inscriptions on this medal. Based on this information, I have proposed amendments to Sections 
5.1, 5.2 & 5.4 of the Regulations. I took advantage of that opportunity to include more elaborate 
descriptions of the jewels as well as the French equivalent of the various inscriptions. Also, the 
suggested changes take into account the practice of many Chapters to have the silver pelican on the 
top bar of their P.M.W.S. decoration. A copy of these suggested amendments is appended hereto. 
Subject to the approval of the Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation and the consent of this 
Council, if need be, they are hereby recommended for approval. 

VI) APPRECIATION 

First of all, I would like to express most sincere thanks to lll□Bro□Thomas V. Hannan, who has 
agreed to stay on board even if he retired as Vice-Chairman of your Committee, and whose hawk eye 
hunted all kinds of mistakes and typos. His revisions are literally awesome and much appreciated. 
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On behalf of the Committee, I also express a sincere thank you to the all the members of the Office of 
the Grand Secretary-General for their patience and assistance during the past year, with a special 
mention to our Executive Secretary, IIInBronGeorge R. Robbins, 33°, for his promptness in answering 
my constant requests for information and documentation; and to the members of the Committee and 
all others who were active in assisting us, a grateful word of thanks for their support.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE ON HONORARY ENTITLEMENT 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

1. In view of the fact that the instructions in the Statutes and Regulations with regard to the 
calculation of the Honorary Entitlement during the year 2003 are now passe, the Committee 
recommends the following amendments to the Statutes and Regulations: 

A. That the first two paragraphs of Art. 12(a) of the Statutes, describing the entitlement calculations 
for the year 2003, be deleted such that this article begins with "Effective with the entitlement 
calculation for the year 2004..." 

B. That Regulation 8.5.3, describing the 2003 report, be deleted. 

C. That, in Regulation 8.5.4, the alphabetic designations "I through v" respectively, be changed to 
read "a through k" respectively. 

D. That Regulations 8.5.4, 8.5.5, and 8.5.6 respectively be renumbered 8.5.3, 8.5.4, and 8.5.5 
respectively. 

2. Since Regulation 8.5.6 (being changed to 8.5.5) requires that each candidate be informed of the 
responsibilities of the office, the Committee recommends that the Supreme Council Office prepare a 
pamphlet entitled 'Qualifications and Responsibilities of an Honorary Inspector-General' and list 
therein Regulations 8.1 through 8.3.4. inclusive. Such pamphlet would be left with each candidate to 
read at his leisure in order make an informed decision with regard to accepting the honour. 
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3. A suggestion was received from lll□Bro□Donald Campbell, 33E Deputy for Ontario, to amend the 
dates set out in Regulation 8.4 in the Procedure for Recommending and Nominating an Honorary 
Inspector-General. Since it is the Deputies who must police and abide by these dates, on behalf of 
Bro. Campbell the committee hereby forwards that suggestion to Supreme Council to be discussed 
by this body, but more particularly by the Provincial Deputies, in accordance with ART. 47.1(b) of the 
Statutes (requiring unanimous approval for discussion).

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

INTRODUCTION 

In compliance with Article 40(d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your committee 
is pleased to submit this annual report which contains matters pertaining to the State of the Rite 
throughout this jurisdiction. 

The source materials contained in this report were gathered from the summons and newsletters 
received from the Grand Secretaries/Registrars from the Valleys in Canada and from the reports of 
the Deputies received at year-end. 

Our thanks are extended to all for their assistance. 

ACROSS CANADA 

Inter provincial meetings were held with all Valleys in British Columbia and Alberta. Saskatchewan 
will hold a joint meeting in October. The idea was to bring all the Scottish Rite Brethren in each 
individual Deputy's area together. They were able to get to know each other, exchange ideas, discuss 
mutual problems, set goals and institute plans for attaining these goals. They have set a goal of 
raising the membership in Scottish Rite in British Columbia in each year and have issued a Mission 
Statement for British Columbia. They are to be congratulated on these new objectives for looking to 
the future for Scottish Rite Masonry in that province. The Deputies in Ontario met in Hamilton and 
discussed their concerns in certain areas. In Ontario the Active Members and Past Active Members of 
Supreme Council meet as per the Statutes and Regulations in July of each year to discuss 
nominations for the province of Ontario. Leadership Training Seminars were held in several areas of 
Canada. A number of Valleys (officers and members) come together and have a joint seminar. 

A number of Valleys have interchanged visits not only in Canada but with our American brethren. We 
congratulate them and hope for the continuation of this effort in cementing Scottish Rite friendships. 
In Windsor and Montreal they exchanged visits with their American brothers. In Alberta, the Valley of 
Calgary conferred the 7th degree on 16 candidates from Calgary, 6 from Central Alberta, and 1 from 
Lethbridge in December 2004. 

The number of Valleys helping each other in assisting members to receive their degrees because 
they were not able to attend their own Valleys due to other commitments is commendable.

In Ontario The Grand Lodge of Canada in The Province of Ontario has granted permission for all craft 
lodges to use up to 20 percent of the changing portion of the notice to advertise other Masonic 
activities. The Valleys in Ontario should make use of this not only to inform their members but to sow 
a seed of interest in all the members of the Craft who receive that notice. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander promotes enthusiasm and renewed interest in the Scottish Rite. 
His devotion to this cause has enabled him to visit Valleys in Alberta, British Columbia, Ontario, 
Saskatchewan, Quebec as well as consecrating the new " Chapitre du Mount Real". This is the first 
French language Chapter of Rose Croix in Canada. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander has been most supportive in the meetings with representatives of 
all the Concordant bodies. These meetings have taken place and are ongoing in British Columbia, 
Saskatchewan and Ontario. They harmonize the events of all bodies and give a greater 
understanding of the issues faced by all bodies, and support a united format to the many issues such 
as membership and information presented re the Masonic family to the general public. 

We commend the Valleys who have taken the opportunity to advertise their Scottish Rite on the web 
page. The promotion of special events, meeting dates, the names of the officers of the Valley etc., is 
a great advertisement on this award winning web page. The information contained in the articles, 
reports from Supreme Council, are worth each and every person's perusal. Read them; Supreme 
Council would like your comments regarding this program of information and outreach. Remember to 
send new information for the web page to Supreme Council office. Register your e-mail address. We 
congratulate the web master lll□Bro□James Kirk-White, 32° on this award winning page. A number of 
Valleys have their own web site and it is very interesting and informative to read. 

Some Valleys hold special events for the information of craft Masons and the general public to attract 
interested Masons to join our fraternity. This has proved successful in the promotion of Scottish Rite. 
Some have presented portions of degrees and/or Masonic plays approved by Supreme Council to the 
brethren in attendance. A number of Valleys have craft lodge degree teams. Peterborough has a 
team composed of 33° members. The Scottish Rite members throughout Nova Scotia hold a golf 
tournament with the profits going to the Alzheimer Society and the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation. Many Valleys hold golf tournaments with the profits going to the Foundation. The Valleys 
of Moose Jaw and Regina raised $5000 for the Heart and Stroke Foundation in Saskatchewan. We 
wonder how much money is donated to charitable purposes by each Valley in Canada along with the 
donations to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. Have we been hiding our light under the basket 
too long? Maybe we should let people know what the total raised is. 

The increase in the number of functions held with the ladies taking part in the social events after the 
business of the lodge has been completed has increased and is very favourable. Some Valleys have 
theatre nights, bar-b-ques, picnics, etc. This adds to the Masonic fellowship for all concerned and 
benefits Scottish Rite. A number of Valleys hold Robbie Burns nights. The Valley of Moncton held 
their annual Robbie Burns Night with a sellout of 150 people. The DeMolay boys and Rainbow girls 
attended as guests and provided some entertainment. There was the piping of the haggis, Scottish 
music and dancing. The proceeds of the evening are shared with the DeMolay boys, Rainbow girls 
and the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 

The Valley of Winnipeg is to be congratulated for the monthly publication "The Rite News." It 
contains the summons for meetings and news of the activities in the Valley and of the Charitable 
Foundation. This publication is available via e-mail and approximately 10% of the brethren receive the 
publication by this media. Communication with members is very important. We congratulate and 
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thank III^BronC. Edwin Drew, 33°, III^BroDJerrold Gunn, 33° and IIInBronFred Dickson, 33° for their 
efforts in sending across Canada the news of the Scottish Rite activities in all parts of Canada for 
members to enjoy. 

In the Valley of Winnipeg following the Easter Sunday Morning ceremonies the members deliver 
roses to their sick and shut-in members and to the widows of former members. Some of the Valleys 
advertise the dates of the meetings of Scottish Rite Valleys close to them and thus give them a 
chance to attend and enjoy Masonic fellowship. We recommend this to all Valleys if possible for their 
area. We recommend that the dress for each meeting of a Valley be inserted in the summons. A 
number of Valleys do. It is embarrassing to attend a function in the wrong dress because it was not in 
the meeting notice. 

Some Lodges of Perfection hold open installations; to name a few: Woodstock, North Bay, London, 
Hamilton, and Saskatoon. 

We note with pleasure the large increase of Master Mason nights being held. From the results noted 
in the reports from the Deputies they have increased their membership. Sudbury Valley held one and 
had 19 Master Masons attend. They received applications from 10 who received their Lodge of 
Perfection degrees in April 2005. This Valley increased their membership again this year. 
Congratulations. 

We learn from the summons of the Valley of Calgary that they did their installation of all three bodies 
in one evening with the ceremony used approved by The Committee on Ritual. Winnipeg had a Joint 
and Open Installation for the three bodies, and for the third year Regina held a joint installation for 
their three bodies on Sat. morning followed by lunch. 

The committee notes that Scottish Rite clubs are being used more and more in Valleys across 
Canada. They add to the fellowship and allow members who do not reside close to their home Valley 
to have contact with others. They also promote Scottish Rite in these communities. 

The very important Easter ceremonies are noted in the Deputies reports and are expanding to 
locations to outlying areas. These ceremonies on Thursday and Easter Sunday give the membership 
an opportunity to attend in the community where they live and still be with their families on Easter 
Sunday. A number hold open ceremonies on Sunday morning for the families of the members and for 
the education of the communities. 

The congratulations of all members of Scottish Rite should be extended to the Valleys who sponsor 
DeMolay and Rainbow chapters. The chapters of DeMolay are our future. The degree work of these 
young members is outstanding. We encourage all members of Scottish Rite to attend one of their 
meetings and witness the work of these young people. We trust that this experience will make you 
want to be a part of DeMolay and encourage your Valley to be a sponsor of a chapter. 

INTERNATIONAL VISITS 

The promotion of visits to and from Valleys outside our jurisdiction is to be encouraged. Your 
committee recognizes that this is not always possible because of location of our Valleys, but where 
possible we encourage and support them. These visits are made often by members of the Valleys of 
Windsor, Montreal and Thunder Bay to their neighbours across the border. 

INTER-VALLEY VISITS 

The members of Windsor Valley travelled to Chatham to conduct the Ceremony of the Installation of 
Officers and Chatham returned the favour by conducting the ceremony in Windsor. 

Members of the Valley of Sydney went to Summerside Prince Edward Island. 
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Members of Halifax Valley to Summerside Prince Edward Island. 

Members of Brandon Valley visited Winnipeg Valley. 

EVENTS OF NOTE 

The 33rd degree was conferred on two occasions outside of the annual Supreme Council meeting 
because of circumstances of these two members who were unable to attend Supreme Council. 

III^BronDr. Charles A. Sankey, 33° who made many contributions to Freemasonry in general and 
Scottish Rite in particular, was further honoured by his Peers by being awarded the "John S. Bates 
Memorial Gold Medal" for his outstanding career in the pulp and paper industry. This annual award is 
given to one who has made remarkable contributions to technology in that industry. We extend our 
congratulations and best wishes to him. 

A number of Valleys are naming their reunions after long serving members and we congratulate these 
Valleys on this and the brethren receiving this honour while they are able to enjoy it. They show the 
appreciation of all the members of the Valley to these great Scottish Rite Masons for services 
rendered. 

Some Valleys are making presentations for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation at their meetings 
to the recipients of bursaries. They are promoting the Foundation and the great work it is engaged in. 
A number of Valleys are fortunate enough to have the recipient speak to the members of the work 
they are engaged in and in which field of study. It is also a great education for our members attending 
the meetings. Cooperation between Valleys in providing assistance to each other in all circumstances 
as required is important to all Valleys. A number of Valleys have portrayed degrees for other Valleys, 
members who because of work, etc, have missed the degree and have thus allowed the member to 
continue his journey in Scottish Rite.

Audit and Finance Committee: lllTBroD Brain W. Gilkinson Chairman advised that the Audit & Finance 
Committee met on Tuesday morning and as such their report could not have been included in the 
Preliminary Reports. I will therefore read the report, which was prepared as a result of that meeting, in 
its entirety. 


REPORT OF THE AUDIT AND FINANCE COMMITTEE 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40 (a) of the Statutes and Regulations details the duties of the Committee on Audit and 
Finance and the Committee now reports to Supreme Council on the discharge of those duties. 

Constituent Body Financial Returns 

Every Valley is required to submit a copy of their financial statements to each of their members 
annually. They are also required to submit an Annual Financial Return to Supreme Council using the 
prescribed forms. The major activity of this committee is to examine and report on these returns with 
two objectives; firstly, to offer information that may assist constituent bodies in their financial planning 
and secondly, to ensure that every member of those bodies is adequately informed. 

Our annual review has revealed results consistent with that of the review for the year ending May 31, 
2005. Most Valleys are using the prescribed forms although two concerns presist. Some Valleys 
using the forms are not thorough in providing all the information required and some do not utilize all of 
the forms that constitute the package. Where Valleys do use the forms and report information in a 
complete manner it enables both the Valleys and the committee to address prime indicators of 
financial health and address concerns in a timely fashion. The result of not using these forms in the 
prescribed manner is an inaccurate and confusing picture of a Valleys’s financial status that can have 
grave implications for the ability to take remedial action to address problems while they are still 
manageable. 

Another area of concern, with respect to a very few Valleys, was the failure to file annual returns 
either in a timely fashion or at ail. This committee hopes to address these issues and others of a 
more minor nature with the assistance of the Supreme Council office staff and the Deputy responcible 
for Valley oversight in each case. The committee believes that this will provide more effective 
assistance to the Valleys in discharging their duties to properly report and thereby allow meaningful 
action to safeguard their financial strength and the best interests of their members. 
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Apart from these concerns the committee is pleased to report that the majority ofo Valley returns 
afforded the opportunity for meaningful analysis and revealed satisfactory financial positions. Three 
critical areas of importance to the financial assessment are the adequacy of the dues structure to 
offset costs per member, the integrity of the commutation funds where they are used and the 
measures used to determine this and the presence of realistic five year plans. 

Recommendations 

Although repetative, the committee recommends that: 

1. Strict adherence be paid tto the use of the prescribed forms be practised in the constituent 
bodies with special attention to the completeness of information provided to Supreme 
Council. 

2. Every constituent body formulate a realistic five year plan and subject it to regular review 
and adjustment to allow for changes in factors relevant to revenue and expenses. 

3. All Valleys review the nature of their investments/reserves to ensure that where they exist 
they are adequate to assist in addressing the needs of the Valley without depletion due to 
an inadequate dues structure or poorly capitalized commutation funds and where 
investment/reserves do not exist, immediate action be taken to establish them. 

4. Valleys with commutation funds verify the adequacy of their funding by actuarial means. 

The committee is hopeful that provisions governing life membership as may be recommended by 
Supreme Council be given serious consideration by each consitiueant body. 

The Deputies of Supreme Council will be provided with a detailed summary of the comments 
made by the members of the committee. We request that they review them with care, take the 
earliest opportunity to discuss them with officers of the constituent bodies affected and assist in 
the implementation of improvements while consulting with this committee to provide information or 
obtain assistance where necessary. 

Constituent Bodies By-Law Amendments 

The Chairman of the Committee has reviewed all requests for by-law amendments received during 
the year pertaining to financial matters and has forwarded comments and recommendations to the 
Sovereign Grand Commander. 

Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees 
and Auditors 

The committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, the Grand 
Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and the Auditor as printed in the “Preliminary Reports”. 
These reports were found to be informative and complete. Accordingly, the committee recommends 
the adoption of these reports. 

Financial Statements 

The audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2005 were received and discussed in 
detail with our auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants. These audited financial statements 
can be found printed in the “Preliminary Reports”. For the year ended May 31, 2005, your Supreme 
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Council experienced a net income or excess of revenue over expenditures of $70,361.00 as 
compared with a net income of $9,558.00 for the last fiscal year. Investment income amounted to 
$58,036.00 as compared to $57,198.00 in the last fiscal year. Supreme Council remains in a strong 
financial position. 

We congratulate the Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General, the Sovereign Grand 
Commander and the committee chairmen for the efficient manner in which they have managed the 
financial resources of our Supreme Council. Accordingly, the committee recommends that the 
audited financial stateements for the year ended May 31,2005 be adopted as submittedd. 

We wish to express a special thanks to our auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants and in 
particular to Mr. George Benton, CA for their invaluable assistance and interest during this fiscal year. 
We would also like to wish Mr. George Benton much good health and happiness on the occasion of 
his recent retirement. He has been a valuable friend to Supreme Council in his professional capacity 
for many years. 

Budget 2005 - 2006 

The Committee on Audit and Finance has reviewed in detail the budget prepared by the Grand 
Treasurer-General for Supreme Council for the fiscal year 2005 - 2006. The budget was reviewed on 
a line-by-line basis. We believe it to be realistic and provides for items necessary to meet the 
obligations, financial responsibilities and commitments of Supreme Council for the current fiscal year. 
Accordingly, your committee recommends the adoption of the budget as prepared by our Grand 
Treasurer-General. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman of the Committee on Audit and Finance I want to express my thanks and 
appreciation to the Grand Treasurer-General, IIIBro.-. Thomas E. Lewis, 33 Q , the Grand Secretary- 
General, III.-. Bro.-. H. Edward Standish, 33 Q and the Supreme Council office staff for their guidance, 
contribution and assistance to the work of this committee. 

el also wish to thank sincerely the experienced and dedicated members of this committee who pour 
over the great detail in the Valley Annual Returns. They produce comments that are nsghtful and 
costructive, to the great benefit of the constituent bodies and Supreme Council.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
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Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 


The Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations is pleased to present this report in discharge of the 
duty imposed upon it by Art. 40( c ) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council to keep informed with 
respect to fraternal relations with other Supreme Councils and Masonic Bodies throughout the world, 
to advise the Sovereign Grand Commander with respect to the conduct thereof, and to report thereon 
to this Supreme Council at each Annual Session. 

CONFERENCE OF GRAND AND DISTRICT GRAND LODGES OF CANADA 

lll.-.Bro.-.H. Edward Standish, 33° attended the conference, held as usual in Winnipeg, by invitation, 
as an observer. He advised that, with one exception, all provinces were represented. 

A report on the conference of Western Grand Masters was represented. No similar conference of 
Eastern Grand Masters has been held for several years. As the result of a submission by the Grand 
Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario, which currently pays in excess of fifty percent of the cost 
of the All Canada Conference, a committee was appointed to consider a more equitable cost 
structure and to report at the 2006 Conference. 

Papers were submitted addressing the problem of declining membership in the Craft. It was 
suggested that increased efforts to involve family members might prove to be one solution to the 
problem. 

CONFERENCE OF GRAND MASTERS OF MASONS IN NORTH AMERICA 
CONFERENCE OF GRAND SECRETARIES IN NORTH AMERICA 

This year’s annual Conferences were held in Calgary, Alberta, February 20 - 22. Held annually in 
conjunction with Conferences of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries are the Annual Meetings of 
the Masonic Service Association of North America, the George Washington Masonic National 
Memorial Association, the National Masonic Foundation for Children, and the Masonic Renewal 
Committee of North America. 

In all, the meetings attracted a record attendance of 535 including ladies. This Supreme Council was 
represented by IIIBroOrlan J. Weber, 33° Sovereign Grand Commander and his wife, Janet, 
lll.-.Bro.-.H. Edward Standish, 33° Grand Secretary-General, and his wife, Marion, and 
III.-.Bro.-.George R. Robbins, 33° Executive Secretary, and his wife Patricia. 

The sessions were well organized with promotional presentations on membership and thoughtful 
submissions on finances. In addition, interesting programs were organized for the ladies in 
attendance. 

XVII CONFERENCE OF SUPREME COUNCILS OF THE WORLD 

The Conference, hosted by the Supreme Council of Australia, was held from May 22 - 29, 2005 at 
The Four Seasons Hotel in Sydney. 

Representatives of thirty Supreme Councils (including Serbia and Montenegro with observer status) 
were present. The Supreme Council of Canada was represented by III .-.Bro .-.Orlan J. Weber, 33° 
Sovereign Grand Commander, accompanied by his wife, Janet. 

In its report to the Supreme Council at its Annual Sessions in 2004, your Committee expressed the 
hope that the differences it detailed existing between the Supreme Councils of Scotland and Australia 
could be resolved before the Conference began. Unfortunately such was not the case, and the 
Supreme Council of Scotland was not represented in Sydney. 
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At this Conference the usual practice of reading all papers in full at plenary sessions was replaced by 
four workshops at which the papers previously submitted were discussed. The chairman of each 
workshop prepared a short summary paper, which he presented to the final plenary session of the 
Conference. The host Council chose as the topics to be discussed in the papers to be submitted: 
The Relationship of a Supreme Council with a Grand Lodge, Meaningful Ritual, and Leadership. 

The Place and Date Commission confirmed that Canada will host the 2010 Conference. Sovereign 
Grand Commander Orlan J. Weber, 33° was elected as 1 st Vice-President of that Conference. 

FRATERNAL VISITATIONS 

From time to time questions are posed with respect to fraternal visits by a member of a Body owing 
allegiance to this Supreme Council to a Body owing allegiance to another Supreme Council, as well 
as the reverse situation where someone from another jurisdiction wishes to visit a Body in Canada. 

The first rule is, of course, that inter-visitation is permissible only where the Body in question owes 
allegiance to a Supreme Council or National Grand Lodge in amity with this Supreme Council. A list 
of these jurisdictions is published in the Proceedings of each Annual Session of this Supreme 
Council. If in doubt, or if a copy of the latest Proceedings is not available, a member in Canada 
should consult the office of the Grand Secretary-General for advice. 

Attention should be drawn to two articles of the Statutes of this Supreme Council: 

Article 27: The Grand Secretary-General shall: 

(d) conduct all communications of this Supreme Council with other Supreme Councils with which this 
Supreme Council is in amity. 

Article 87 ( c ) No visitor shall be admitted to a meeting of any body of this Rite unless he is a 
member of a body of the same degree in this jurisdiction or in a jurisdiction with which this Supreme 
Council is in amity. 

With respect to a prospective visitor to Canada it is essential to know whether he is in fact a member 
of a jurisdiction recognized by this Supreme Council, particularly if he comes from a country where 
there exists more than one Supreme Council or Grand Lodge, each of which claims to be regular but 
only one of which is recognized by this Supreme Council. Documentation produced by the visitor 
may appear impressive but may not prove legitimacy. 

With respect to communications by a member of a Scottish Rite Body in Canada desirous of visiting 
in another country, correspondence sent directly by such member to the foreign jurisdiction may 
simply be, and in the case of some jurisdictions certainly will be ignored. The prospect of a pleasant 
visit, which could have been accomplished if the approach had been made through the proper 
channel, may be spoiled. 

A special case has to do with visitation in Scandinavia (except Finland, which has a regular Supreme 
Council founded under a Warrant issued by the Supreme Council of England and Wales in 1973). 

The Grand Lodges of Sweden, Norway, Denmark and Iceland practice the Swedish Rite of eleven 
degrees. It is your Committee’s understanding that Canadian Brethren who have received the 18° 
may be received through the 6°. Members holding the 32° may be received through the 8°, while 
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those holding the 33° may be received through the 10°. The highest degree, the 11° Knight 
Commander of the Red Cross, is in Sweden an Order of Chivalry conferred by the King. 

BELGIUM 

Your Committee expresses its condolences to the Supreme Council for Belgium on the death on 
October 18, 2004 of IIInBroDRene Constant, 33° Lieutenant Grand Commander Honorary. 

BOLIVIA 

Advice has been received from La Paz that effective January 1, 2005 the Supreme Council for 
England and Wales and the Supreme Council for the Republic of Bolivia have entered into a state of 
amity with each other and have exchanged Grand Representatives. 

BOSNIA AND HERZEGOVINA 

On November 26, 2004 the Supreme Council for Slovenia announced the installation of the Supreme 
Council for Bosnia and Herzegovina in Sarajevo on June 18, 2005, with the ceremony to be 
performed jointly by the Supreme Councils for Slovenia and Greece. 

Subsequently, on April 10, 2005 advice was received from the Supreme Council for Slovenia that the 
installation ceremony had been postponed to October 15, 2005 to allow ample time for official 
recognition of the Grand Lodge of Bosnia and Herzegovina, which was to be installed in April 2005. 

Later, on May 18, 2005 the Supreme Council for Slovenia advised that at the request of the Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of Bosnia Herzegovina, the Supreme Council for Slovenia had decided to 
postpone for at least one year the proposed installation of the Supreme Council. 

BRAZIL 

A Decree has been received from the Grand Lodge of The State of Rio de Janeiro expelling, as of 
July 21,2004 Alberto Mansur (Past Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council for Brazil) 
from Lodge Antonio Monteiro Martins, No. 139. 

BULGARIA 

A Petition has been received on January 7, 2001, again from the Supreme Council for Bulgaria, 
consecrated on January7, 2001, for recognition by this Supreme Council. Your Committee is 
considering the Petition but is not at this time prepared to make a recommendation with respect 
thereto. 

As an aside, your Committee noted with interest the reference in the May 2005 issue of the Northern 
Light, the official publication of the Supreme Council A.A.S.R. Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, U.S.A. 
by Robert A. Dominque, editor of the Philatelic Freemason, in his column The Stamp Act, reference 
to the fact that the Bulgarian postal authorities had recently issued two stamps, one in December 
2003 commemorating the 10 th anniversary of the Grand Lodge of Bulgaria and the other in 
September 2004 to commemorate 125 years of Freemasonry in the country. 

CROATIA 

Your Committee is pleased to report that the Supreme Council for Croatia and the Supreme Council 
of Canada are now in Amity and Grand Representatives have been exchanged. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

Your Committee expresses its condolences to the Supreme Council for the Czech Republic on the 
death on March 9, 2005 of Past Sovereign Grand Commander, IIlDBroDJiri Sonka, 33°. IIInBroDSonka 
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was the second brother to hold the office of Sovereign Grand Commander following the re¬ 
establishment of the Supreme Council on November 23, 1991. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 

Your Committee extends congratulations to IIInBronOrbe Jesus Soto Hernandez, 33° upon his 
election as Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of the Dominican Republic. 

ENGLAND & WALES 

Your Committee is most pleased to report that the Ceremony of Inauguration of the Supreme Council 
for India will be performed by members of the Supreme Council for England and Wales, led by 
Sovereign Grand Commander, MnPDBronGerald L. Tedder, 33° at Mumbai (formerly Bombay) on 
September 29, 2005. 

Since the new Supreme Council will follow the principle of Universality, the Supreme Council of 
Canada has agreed to supply it with copies of the Canadian ritual, as was done some years ago for 
the Supreme Council of the Czech Republic. 

The Supreme Council for England and Wales has recommended that this Supreme Council give 
favourable consideration to a request, when received, from the Supreme Council for India for 
recognition. 

Your committee recommends that because it is this usual practice for this Supreme Council to extend 
recognition to another Supreme Council only at an Annual Session and since the inauguration of the 
Supreme Council for India will occur after the close of the 2005 Annual Session of this Supreme 
Council, this Supreme Council do at its 2005 Annual Session specifically impower and request the 
Sovereign Grand Commander to extend recognition to the Supreme Council for India as soon as a 
request for recognition is received. 

IRAN-IN-EXILE 

Your Committee expresses its condolences to the Supreme Council for Iran-in-Exile on the death of 
lll□Bro□Nematollah Raeen, 33° Emeritus Member. 

ISRAEL 

Your Committee extends congratulations and best wishes to III^BroDlsrael Benbassat, 33° upon his 
election as Sovereign Grand Commander for the Supreme Council for the State of Israel.

Following our report to the Supreme Council’s meeting in Edmonton Sept. 2004, the Implementation 
Committee began its work to continue to develop a plan for implementation and monitoring of the 
recommendations of the Task Force Report accepted and approved at the Supreme Council Session 
in Windsor. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander asked IIInBrother Victor Lepp to represent himself and the 
Canadian Supreme Council at a Shrine of North America Membership Seminar held in Tampa Florida 
on Oct 7 th to 9 th 2004. 

At the Advisory Council meeting of Nov. 5 2004 lllmBronLepp distributed his report and presented his 
findings. 

The results were as follows: 

That the recruitment committee be expanded to include the membership in general. 

That the implementation committee be responsible for the preparation of a report on 
recruitment and retention and disseminate this information to the valleys. 

The Advisory Committee agreed that the first and clear priority of Supreme Council was to be 
focused on membership, recruitment and retention.

This package was to be sent 
to the members of the Advisory Council, Deputies, Active and Past Active members, Grand 
Secretary/Registrars and Valley Principal Officers. This letter was sent out February 16, 2005. 

At this meeting the Chairman of the Implementation Committee reported to the Advisory Council that 
the work of the other Task Forces was still in various stages of progress. 
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At the Advisory Council’s meeting of April 8, 2005 the chairman of the Implementation Committee 
reported that the “Recruitment Program for Master Masons” - along with the Sovereign Grand 
Commander’s letter had been distributed.

REPORT OF 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board Of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be found in 
Article .35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33’ of the Ancient And Accepted 
Scottish Rite Of Freemasonry Of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2005, the net assets under its charge totaled $ 
1,505,098 compared to $ 1,434,162 as at May 31, 2004, which represents an increase of $ 70,936. 
This increase is as a result of Revenue exceeding Expenses by $ 70,361 for the unrestricted assets 
and the increase in the restricted assets of $ 575. The restricted assets are the result of a fund 
established in 2002 as a Capital Appreciation Fund and now totals $ 6,684 as at May 31,2005. The 
income earned by this fund is to be used to assist with the operating cost of the Supreme Council. 
The details are disclosed in the Annual Financial Statements attached. 

During the last fiscal year securities matured or were sold with proceeds of $ 773,200 realizing a net 
capital gain of $ 60,357. In turn, throughout the year, we purchased on behalf of Supreme Council 
various securities aggregating $ 650,909, which included cash transferred from the General Account. 
The full details of the securities sold and purchased during the year are disclosed in the Annual 
Financial Statements. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolio aggregates $ 1,389,256 at cost as at May 31,2005 with a 
market value of $ 1,475,376 as compared to $ 1,451,078 at cost as at May 31, 2004 with a market 
value of $ 1,554,673. Note, additional investment cash is included in the cash and cash equivalents, 
which represents maturities immediately prior to the year-end. 

Your Trustees and our investment advisor continue to work within the guidelines of the Supreme 
Council Investment Policy, whereby we manage the portfolio generally within a maximum 65% / 35 % 
split of fixed income to equity securities. We would also advise that all securities were held in 
accordance with the requirements of ART.35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and the income 
there from is paid to the Supreme Council on request. 
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We continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and in particular their 
representative, Mr. Richard te Boekhorst. Accordingly, we would recommend the continuing 
engagement of this firm to administer the Supreme Council Investment portfolio.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
THE SUPREME COUNCILLOR 


To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my pleasure to present the report on The Supreme Councillor for 2005. 

The 2005 edition was published in late March, 2005 and was distributed by Hamilton to the Valleys 
within a short time Due to the many items of interest, it was decided to go to a six page format after 
receiving a reasonable quote from the printer. The cost was less than the amount allocated for The 
Supreme Councillor in 2005. 

The response to the 2005 edition was positive. The only disappointment was that it was not made 
available on the Scottish Rite web site to visitors. It is respectfully submitted that this omission should 
be rectified for future editions. 

The importance of communication through a medium such as The Supreme Councillor cannot be 
measured in terms of dollars. However, keeping in mind the increasing cost of publishing and mailing, 
I am making a number of recommendations for your consideration that would accomplish the need to 
communicate effectively at the lowest possible cost. 

Editions of The Supreme Councillor should be made available via the web site. By publishing it on the 
web site, it would be available to more readers throughout Canada and the world who may not be on 
our mailing list. An expanded email list can effectively distribute an edition to a very high percentage 
of brethren across Canada. 

A periodic article or item of interest should be considered to be sent out to each Valley for inclusion in 
their communication. It could be print ready and can be made available in any format used to 
compose a valley newsletter. The information can be sent out by the office staff or the editor of The 
Supreme Councillor in the format requested by a valley. However, the success of this would be 
contingent on the input from all Deputies and the Hamilton office. An example was the excellent input 
by III^BronPierre Phaneuf, 33°, Deputy for Quebec. Although the article and pictures were received 
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by the editor in June, 2004, it was not until late March, 2005 when The Supreme Councillor was 
printed, that the information was made available to the brethren. If we had a periodic distribution of 
items of interest, it could have been made available to the brethren withn a month or two, that is, June 
or July, 2004. 

I would like to thank the staff in Hamilton and those many brethren who took the time and effort to 
email me with advice, suggestions and information. Their input was most appreciative. 

I look forward to a response from the brethren, their suggestions, photos and news items.

ON LIBRARY AND ARCHIVES 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Your Committee seemed earlier this year to have reached yet another impasse. The ever-present 
problem which has haunted us over the past many years has been space to properly house our 
books within the confines of the Grand Lodge of Canada building. 

In April your chairman contacted R.W. Bro. Paul Hooper, Chairman of the GLC Library Committee to 
arrange a joint meeting with our Committee. The meeting took place late that same month. Attending 
as invited observers, and keen supporters were; R.W. Bro. Gary Atkinson Deputy Grand Master, 
GLC; M. W. Bro. Terence Shand Grand Secretary, GLC and our own Grand Secretary-General, 
lll□Bro□Edward Standish. 

Within a half-hour we had seemingly achieved more headway than in the past 10 years of 
negotiations with the GLC. The GLC has agreed to rent to us (for a nominal fee) a separate room to 
house our Scottish Rite books. As I write this report reconstruction of the GLC library to 
accommodate the Scottish Rite library, is in progress. Our designated room, while 
being connected to the Grand Lodge library, will be a completely separate entity. 

The Grand Lodge Library Committee during the past year has reconsidered the system used to 
identify their books. After diligent research they have decided to adopt a system, called the Boyden 
System. It is used by the Scottish Rite in both jurisdictions of the U.S. and also in several grand 
lodges in Canada and the United States. Your Committee has agreed to accept this system, believing 
it will be simpler and more user-friendly to a Masonic library. 
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During the next few months after shelves have been constructed and alterations completed our books 
will be moved to our newly designated room and re-cataloguing will commence. The GLC Committee 
has agreed to assist and advise our committee in the re-cataloguing process. 

The Scottish Rite library, while housed within the GLC system, will not at all lose its identity. It will 
receive distinctive Scottish Rite encoding, but at the same time will be compatible to The Grand 
Lodge numbering system. Our library, will without question, enhance the the collection of the GLC 
library and we trust that future Masons, as well as Scottish Rite Masons, may enjoy and utilize our 
collection, in particular our circulating section. 

When cataloguing is completed a proper catalogue will be prepared and distributed to all Scottish Rite 
valleys in Canada. 

We wish to thank R.W. Bro. Paul Hooper and all of the members of the Grand Lodge Library 
Committee for their cooperation resulting in the advances we have made this year. In particular we 
must note the part taken by our own Grand Secretary-General, lll□Bro□Edward Standish for his 
untiring efforts in seeing this project to fruition. Our grateful thanks to you IllnSir. 

To lll□Bro□Robert Wands, who has for so many years been an active member of both GLC and 
Scottish Rite library committees, we say a sincere thank you. Your faithful dedication to these 
committees has been much appreciated and we trust you will be there to assist and advise us for 
many more years.

• Must have skills and ability for being a Chief and Leader 

• One who does not see this as a retirement honour, but who is able to perform

• One who possesses vision, one that may have the attributes to become an 
Active Member of Supreme Council, or has the skill and ability to hold a specific 
office in Supreme Council, or has a specific skill needs as an Active Member of 
Supreme Council.

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As Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council, 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada; I welcome each of you to Toronto to the 131 st Annual 
Session of our Supreme Council. 

This is the 11 th time in the history of our Supreme Council that we have met in Toronto. The 
last time was in 1983, which, I am sure that, very few of you will remember being here. 

Toronto has had a very interesting history. It started out with the name “Toronto” which in the 
Huron Language meant “place of meeting.” It was the place to start the journey from Lake 
Ontario up the long trail and canoe route to Lake Huron. The French fur traders, as early as 
1615, used the “Toronto Passage.” Between the years 1720 - 1730 they set up a small store 
by its entry. In 1750-51 it became a fortified fort. It was known as Ft. Rouille. Its remains 
have been dug up in the present Exhibition grounds, which are not far from here. It was burnt 
to the ground in 1759 by the French troops, who occupied it, rather than let the British overtake 
it. This was, of course, during the 7 Year War which lasted from 1756 to 1763 and was really 
the first “World War” where countries in Europe fought on both sides of the Atlantic, for control 
of the New World. The site remained a small blip on the map, which saw minor traders and a 
Mississauga Indian encampment. 

Following the American Revolution, United Empire Loyalists chose other places to settle along 
the Upper St. Lawrence and lower Great Lakes. Toronto was not seen as a great place to 
start a new life in a new country. 

The “Toronto purchase” was first discussed with the Mississauga Indians in 1787 by Deputy 
Surveyor General John Collins; who represented Lord Dorchester, the Governor General. The 
crown bought more than 250,000 acres of land for £1,700, and goods including 149 barrels of 
cloth, brass kettles, blankets, mirrors, tobacco, guns, powder, flints, rum, and many other 
items. Governor Simcoe did not like Indian names and he changed many of them to English 
names. Hence the Toronto River became the Humber River and Governor Simcoe decided to 
build his town about 5 miles further east near a river which the Indians called 
Nichingquakokonik. He simplified it considerably and called it the Don River, for which we are 
all truly thankful. He also changed the old Indian name from Toronto to York, which stuck for 
the next 40 years. Simcoe had another town in mind for the capital, but it was not to be. That 
town was London on the Thames River. 

The Province of Upper Canada was formed in 1791 and the first Governor, Colonel John 
Graves Simcoe, laid plans for a centrally located town which would act as a commanding 
position for a naval and garrison base to guard a troubled American boundary. In 1793 he had 
a little town laid out by the harbour and named it “York.” In 1794 he made it the capital of 
Upper Canada. By 1796 he had parliament buildings erected and he started cutting roads into 
the bush. Merchants, craftsmen, and labourers were attracted to the tiny community while 
rural settlement was spreading around the area which made “York” a local market centre. By 
1812 the population had grown to 700 residents. This may not seem like a lot of settlers, but 
they were very determined and from their determination came the biggest city in Canada. 

During the war of 1812 - 1814, York was twice raided and pillaged by US forces leaving a 
British minded populace with keen anti-American memories. Following the war, there was a 
rising wave of British immigration to Upper Canada. Its merchants supplied country dealers 
with wholesale merchandise and it became the province’s banking centre. It did not develop 
like most hamlets, but was laid out very carefully as any civil engineer would do. All streets 
were straight and intersected at right angles. At first, these streets were interrupted by such 
obstacles as; ravines, hills and rivers, but they never deviated from that straight line concept. 
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Eventually of course, engineers again came to the rescue and built bridges, graded hills and 
drained swamps to give you that nice logical layout which is still in existence today. By 1834 
its boundaries were Bathurst Street on the west, Parliament Street on the east, Lake Ontario, 
on the south and approximately Dundas Street on the north. Its population had burgeoned to 
9,000 and it was incorporated as the City of Toronto with an elected civic government led by 
William Lyon MacKenzie as the first mayor. 

By 1851 the population had grown to 30,000 and was rapidly becoming a big city with sewers 
in the streets, gas lights, a busy steamboat harbour, and railways that connected to the other 
big cities all over North America. Forty years later its population had grown to over 150,000 
people. Today more people live in Metropolitan Toronto than in any of the individual 
provinces. 

Masonry had a rather stormy start in this part of the country, from the time the first lodge was 
formed, until the Grand Lodge of Canada in 1855. 

The founding of any organization has its start up problems and the Grand Lodge of Canada 
was no exception. In hindsight, this was quite understandable. When you have to separate 
from the mother organization which fostered the first lodges in this wilderness, known as 
Canada West, head office is a long distance away and communication would take months to 
complete, if everything went well. 

There was a Provincial Grand Lodge in Upper Canada operating under the authority of the 
“Athol Grand Lodge of England,” popularly known as the “Ancients.” It was founded on 7 th of 
March in 1792, when William Jarvis was appointed Substitute Grand Master of Masons for the 
Province of Canada West. This Grand Lodge started out with 5 lodges and grew to 26 lodges 
before it ceased to function in 1817 following the death of R. W. Bro William Jarvis. 

The oldest lodge still in existence in Toronto is St. Andrew’s Lodge No. 16 G.R.C. instituted at 
York in 1822 as No.1 Provincial Registry and No. 487 English Registry. 

Like any of the other early lodges, the masons who first formed the lodge or who were its early 
members were from different nationalities and creeds. Among its members were Lawyers, 
jurists, legislators, educators, ministers of the gospel, military men, doctors, architects, artists, 
merchants, journalists, and many other avocations. The members have been more or less 
identified with every movement for the welfare of the City of Toronto and of Canada, ever since 
York was founded, now better known as Toronto. 

Governor Simcoe, who was a mason, sailed from Niagara in 1793, with a company of 
Rangers, with the intent to make York the new capital of the future Upper Canada. One of the 
first things undertaken was to establish a lodge named Rawdon, or the Lodge between the 
Three Lakes. This lodge worked from 1793 until 1800, when it was succeeded by Royal Arch 
Lodge No.16, which eventually merged into St. George’s Lodge No. 9, P.G.R., in 1825. It 
became dissolved in December 1829, when many of its members connected themselves to St. 
Andrew’s Lodge. 

In November 1830, a statement was presented to the Lodge showing an indebtedness for 
dues etc. of £29 15s 9d. In January 1831, the lodge being in need of funds, a resolution was 
passed requiring the Secretary to hand a list of members in arrears to the Tyler for collection. 
Meetings were somewhat intermittent in the early years, but it managed to survive and to 
attract prominent citizens to its membership. 
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Later that year, a meeting of the members of the lodge was called to petition the Grand Lodge 
of England to appoint a Grand Master for the Province of Upper Canada. 

In the early years, the lodge was not flush with money, but it did manage to contribute to the 
welfare of one of its widows. In 1843 it was decided to hold a Masonic Ball on the Feast of St. 
John the Evangelist on December 27. It was well attended by the best people in the 
community, with upwards of 500 in attendance. The band of the 93 rd Highlanders provided the 
music. 

In 1844 Dr. Edward M. Hodder, a well-known surgeon of Toronto, was initiated. Later that year 
Mr. A. Emilius Irving afterwards a Q.C., knighted by the King, and Treasurer of the Upper 
Canada Law Society also was initiated. 

This period was not always the most peaceful. The war of 1812 - 1814 between Canada and 
the United States tested the mettle of the British and Canadian troops and residents. 
Depending on whose history books you read, Canadians believe Canada was the winner, and 
the Americans think that United States was the winner. Maybe that is why we still get along so 
well with our neighbours to the south. We were all winners. The best news is that we still 
have the longest undefended border in the world and though different, we still respect each 
other’s rights, as masons should. 

During this period the Mother Supreme Council of the World for the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite was born in Charleston, South Carolina in 1801. 

Scottish Rite Masons had close ties with their neighbors to the south, but closer ties to its 
Queen and the masons in the British Isles. Accordingly, our Mother Supreme Council was 
England and Wales. While England and Wales was our mother, we chose to follow the pattern 
of our neighbours to the south, when it came to the degrees we conferred and the manner in 
which we conferred them. 

In Toronto, the first two members to advance in the Rite were James Kirkpatrick Kerr and 
Frederick James Menet, who had received their degrees in Hamilton in September and 
November of 1869 respectively. On August 15, 1872 a Dispensation was granted to these two 
Brothers, plus three Brothers from Immanuel Chapter of Rose Croix in Orillia, namely, Samuel 
B. Harman, Daniel Spry, and Thomas Sargent, plus a Brother James Stephenson from 
London. Immanuel Chapter of Rose Croix did not last very long. In fact, they failed to send 
returns to Supreme Council in England, but, it did provide six of the twelve Charter Members 
for the Toronto Chapter. 

Toronto has the largest Lodge of Perfection, with 2380 members, the same as it was in 2003, 
which was an increase of 17 from the previous year. The Chapter of Rose Croix has 2035 
members in 2004, which is an increase of 8 members from the previous year. Good work 
Toronto. Toronto has never had a Consistory, and still counts on Moore Sovereign Consistory 
to confer these degrees. 

Today, the brethren of Toronto and surrounding area, still have very close ties to our 
neighbours to the south and we have frequent visits across the border. Some Honorary 
Members from New York State were in attendance at the Conferral of the 33 rd degree 
yesterday. We have joined them in setting up Learning Centres, which help children overcome 
the problems of dyslexia. Scottish Rite Masons throughout the United States and Canada 
have all joined together to support this common cause. The Northern Masonic Jurisdiction has 
provided assistance by teaching our instructors and ensuring that they meet recognized 
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standards for using the Orton-Gillingham method of instruction for dyslexic children. Without 
their assistance, we may never have set up Learning Centres, but we may still be supporting 
the pursuit of the original goals of the Charitable Foundation. 


Telephone Conferences 

During the past year the Advisory Council held two telephone conferences in addition to the 
normal meetings held in Hamilton. There were also two telephone conferences with the 
Deputies, the LGC and the SGC. These conferences were something new and permitted the 
exchange of ideas amongst the Deputies and made the Advisory Council take on more 
responsibilities as a Management Committee, which was a major concern of one the Task 
Forces which had been set up three years ago. 

International Assistance 

The Supreme Council of England and Wales has asked for assistance in setting up a new 
Supreme Council in India. The Ancient and Accepted Rite in England and Wales is strictly 
Christian and they have asked us to make our Degree Rituals available to the new Supreme 
Council for India because our degrees have been converted from strictly Christian, to being 
Universal as to believing in a Supreme Being, similar to our Craft Lodges. The Consecration 
of this new Supreme Council should take place in September this year. 

It will be interesting to see if they follow the English tradition of making the 18 th degree the first 
degree to be conferred in extenso, or if they follow our traditional manner of conferring 
degrees. Regardless of the format they choose, we are thankful that we could assist in some 
small way to start a new Supreme Council in the most populated democratic country in the 
world. We wish them well and will watch their progress with a special interest. 

We are all familiar with the disastrous Tsunami which hit southeast Asia with a great loss of life 
and billions of dollars worth of property damage. Our Supreme Council made a donation to the 
Canadian Red Cross to assist in a small way to restore some semblance of normalcy to the 
area.

NlDBroDEd Drew has published a monthly communique, which initially had been emailed to the 
Active Members. The mailing list has been expanding each month and will continue to do so if 
more brethren are interested in being added to the list. By the end of May the Grand 
Secretaries/Registrars of most Valleys had been added. Other members have also been 
added and the distribution list is now over two hundred. It is hoped that there can be further 
distribution within the Valleys. INDBroDDrew is chairman of the Committee on Membership 
Awareness & Community Relations. The communique was a new idea, first proposed by 
lll□Bro□Glenn Martin, 33 Q , and put into action, by INDBroDDrew, 33 Q . He is to be congratulated 
for starting to publish this monthly communique which helps to make our membership more 
aware of what others are doing.

There was one very special event for one of our most celebrated members. NlDBroDCharles 
Alfred Sankey, 33 Q , B.A.Sc., M.Sc., Ph.D., D. Sc., LL.D., P. Eng., F.C.I.C. celebrated his 100 th 
birthday with a gathering of friends and family. He has had a close connection to Brock 
University for many years and he gave a speech there to celebrate this remarkable event and 
to thank him for his numerous contributions to the University. I had the pleasure of visiting with 
III. Bro. Charlie in the fall at his home and again by telephone just before his birthday.

In Scottish Rite, like any other organization, each year some of our friends and brothers pass 
on to their eternal destiny. We miss their wise counsel, their friendly smiles, their humour and 
wit, and so often we remember how well they looked the last time we met with them. Again 
this year there are several of our well known and loved brethren who have passed through the 
portals of mortal life and have proceeded forward into eternity.

INDBroDNorman George Clarke, 33 2 

The Valley of Winnipeg lost one of its stalwarts on October 25, when INDBroDNorman G. Clark, 
33 9 , Past Active Member of this Supreme Council, passed away at the age of 76 years. Ken 
was born in Brandon, Manitoba on November 25, 1928. He attended school and started his 
employment there in the automotive business.

He served as a Deputy for Ontario, and became a Past-Active Member in Windsor ini987. 
Ken has served Masonry very well and his wise counsel will be missed. Thank you 
IIInBronNesbitt for your many contributions.

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Dispensations and Rulings 


During the past year, your Supreme Council has issued several dispensations in accordance 
with proper procedures, all under the guidance of or at the request of one of our Deputies. As 
Sovereign Grand Commander, it was necessary to issue a dispensation under Article 62 (c), to 
permit the Commander-in-Chief to also assume the office of Grand Secretary 
General/Registrar of the Calgary Valley for the one-year term of his office as Commander-in- 
Chief. 

There was one request for a Dispensation for conferring the 33 Q ahead of the Annual Supreme 
Council Sessions, on lll□Bro□Dennis Arnold Mortson, 32 9 , from Engelhart, Ontario. This was 
done on February 14, 2005. IIInBroDMortson, 33 Q passed away two days later. A special 
thanks to IIInBroDDonald N. Campbell, 33 Q , Deputy for Ontario, for organizing the conferral. 

A request was received from the Deputies of New Brunswick and Manitoba to increase the 
number of candidates to be elected to receive their degrees in Halifax in 2006, from three to 
three and one half percent of the membership. Permission was granted to increase the 
number in both cases. 

Amendments to By-Laws 

Each year there are some Valleys which find it necessary to amend their by-laws to suit 
changing times. This year was no exception and several Valleys have made amendments 
which were approved. Others have made amendments, which at first glance, appear to be 
acceptable, but, when examined closely, there is some word or words missing which are 
necessary to make them conform to the Statutes and Regulations of our Supreme Council. I 
sincerely thank our Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation, under the capable 
chairmanship of lll□Bro□Robert S. Whitmore, 33 Q , and the Committee on Audit and Finance 
under the capable chairmanship of NlDBronBrian Gilkinson, 33 Q for their review and assistance 
in reviewing the proposed amendments to ensure that they are in a proper format and 
language. 

It is interesting to note that while some Valleys have an Executive Committee consisting of the 
three principal officers, including the Grand Secretary/Registrar and Grand Treasurer. Other 
Valleys have one or more Honorary Inspectors-General in addition to the officers of the Valley. 

Scottish Rite Valleys, which are going to succeed, in the same way as businesses, require 
directors whose main interest is to work on the business, rather than in the business. In this 
day and age where officers are often fast tracked, it is not uncommon to have a senior officer 
who has very few years experience in Scottish Rite. It is a very good idea to have additional 
members on this Executive Committee, who have a proven record of commitment and who do 
not have to worry about the immediate concerns of the Valley. The addition of Honorary 
Inspectors General, or Active Members on this committee provides this expertise. 

It has often been said, that if you do not know your history, you will make the same mistakes 
as those who have gone before you. Traditions can be lost very quickly, if the presiding 
officers have been fast tracked into office and their vocation does not allow them adequate 
time to fully learn the intricacies of the Valley. Young enthusiastic members are an asset, but 
the expertise of senior members should not be ignored. 
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Our 33 rd degree masons have been elected to their position as Honorary Inspectors General, 
because they are expected to continue to contribute to Scottish Rite. If they are not included 
on the Committee, which has the most influence on the direction of the Valley, they are unable 
to contribute to meet the expectations of their election. 

Valleys which have made amendments include Kootenay-Boundary Lodge of Perfection, Isle 
Royale Chapter of Rose Croix, Valley of Sydney, all three bodies of the Valley of Saskatoon, 
Windsor Lodge of Perfection and Chapter of Rose Croix. The Committee on Jurisprudence 
and Legislation did not approve the amendments from the Valley of Regina. The changes 
required to make them acceptable are minor and should be done as soon as possible.

Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 

The Charitable Foundation operates separately from Supreme Council for tax purposes, but 
the two work hand in hand. We are better known in the community because of the Charitable 
Foundation’s contributions to help make the citizens of our communities enjoy life more from 
the results of knowledge gained through research funded by the Foundation, the contributions 
made by students who have received scholarships and bursaries to further their education in a 
direction which will assist those whose minds play games on them. 

The London Valley is to be congratulated for leading the way in establishing a Learning Centre 
to help children who are challenged with the problems of Dyslexia. Windsor will be opening 
their Learning Centre on Sunday following our Sessions. We have joined the Southern and 
Northern Masonic Jurisdictions who have similar programs. When visiting Valleys I find that 
members are more interested in what is happening with the new Learning Centre than in any 
other topic. Let’s all get behind the Learning Centres and make them grow so that the 
charitable and unselfish deeds of masons will help dispel the negative ideas that many people 
still have. 

Capital Appreciation Fund 

The Capital Appreciation Fund was initially started by lll□Bro□Byrne, when he was SGC. It has 
been not uncommon for Valleys to give a gift to the SGC when he makes an official visit to 
their Valleys. lllnBronByrne felt that in lieu of gifts for the SGC it would be preferable for 
donations to be made to the Supreme Council. In order to facilitate this, a Capital Appreciation 
Fund was set up to receive cash donations, which might be made. I have continued to follow 
this pattern and I am happy to state that there have been several donations made to this fund. 
Donations have also been made to the Charitable Foundation to commemorate a visit. 

Appreciation 

As in any leadership role it does not take too long to realize how important the people that you 
work with are the ones who really make the organization run smoothly. As Sovereign Grand 
Commander there are numerous individuals who have greatly assisted me, especially in the 
time that I have been SGC. 

In particular there are several who stand out. They include the Immediate Past SGC, 
IIInBroDNorman Byrne, the LGC, MlDBronC. Robert Townshend, the Grand Secretary General, 
III^BronH. Edward Standish, the Executive Secretary, NlDBronGeorge Robbins, plus the other 
office staff which include Miss Janey Smith, Ms. Susan Thompson who are always pleasant 
when answering the phone and providing assistance to me. Every once and awhile Katie 
Benson also assists in the office and it is almost like old home week when we chat, because 
she used to live in Sherwood Park, a suburb of Edmonton. 
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The chairmen of committees have been faithful in doing their respective jobs and have taken a 
load off my shoulders. Advisory Council members have been quick to volunteer their services 
for special projects and have offered wise counsel and support when called on. 

INTBronJerry Gunn is to be congratulated for restarting the Supreme Councillor and publishing 
and editing an excellent issue. 

The Deputies have provided excellent service to Supreme Council and to the SGC. Their 
wives have been supportive of their efforts and when we have travelled with them they have 
been gracious hosts and hostesses. They have been great tour guides and wonderful 
company. 

The cooperation and assistance that we have received from the new Sovereign Grand 
Commanders in the United States, in the persons of IllnWalter Webber, SGC of the Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction, and NlTRonald Seale , the SGC of the Southern Jurisdiction, the Mother 
Supreme Council of the World, has been most welcome and appreciated. They have been 
great friends and have been most willing to share information and assistance in both ritualistic 
matters and in our charitable endeavours. 

The person who really makes all of this possible for me, is my wife Janet. Without her support 
and understanding it would be impossible to carry out the many tasks and visits that are 
required. 

Conclusion 

As year two winds down in my triennium term, I have a much greater understanding of the 
amount of work that so many brethren do to make Scottish Rite the successful organization 
that it is. There are still many challenges ahead of us including membership, participation, and 
financial stability. 

International Conferences open our eyes to problems in Scottish Rite in some parts of the 
world. Canada is blessed with unity, and harmony from sea to sea. The changes that our 
predecessors made about thirty five years ago when we became Universalist in belief of a 
Supreme Being, has enabled us to assist our Mother Supreme Council to create a new 
Supreme Council in India based on principals similar to the Supreme Council of Canada.. 

The Charitable Foundation plays a big role in showing that masons share and masons care. 
The money that is given out each year helps to inform the public, that charity is an important 
characteristic of masons everywhere. The charitable work carried out in the individual Valleys 
covers a wide range of programs, from working with the Alzheimer’s Society in Halifax, 
supplying equipment for the physically handicapped in London, providing music scholarships in 
Edmonton and many other activities which the Almoners funds supports in a quiet and 
unassuming way. 

The first Learning Centre has been operating for two years and has inspired our members to 
support this new endeavour. The interest and financial support is amazing. This year Windsor 
will be the second Valley to open a Learning Centre. Our Learning Centres will just scratch the 
surface for those who are seeking help to overcome problems with Dyslexia. The difference, 
that helping just one child overcome their problem, will be repaid to society many times over. 
The stories that we hear are heart warming and should inspire us to set successfully finance 
several more in the not too distant future. 
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As I am about to enter the third and final year I see more co-operation amongst the Masonic 
bodies and a willingness to work together to promote the Masonic family. Success will come 
quicker if we work together and strive to make masonry more open to the public and better 
known in the community. I look forward to making more visits across this vast country of ours 
and meeting members and makinq new friends. I will do my best to spread the qood news of 
Scottish Rite. 

I urge you to be proactive in your communities and your lodges promoting Scottish Rite in 
particular and masonry in general. Be a role model, a teacher, and a mentor, for younger 
masons. Encourage them to increase their knowledge of freemasonry by becoming active 
members of Scottish Rite. 

May the God of infinite beneficence and love enable us to serve Him faithfully, the Order 
effectually, and our Country nobly. May he uphold and sustain us, and enrich us with his 
blessing now and forever. God bless us all. 

ON MOTION duly moved and seconded by III.-.Bros.-. C. Robert Townshend and C. Edwin 
Drew, that the Allocution be received with thanks and referred to the Committee on 
Jurisprudence and Legislation. CARRIED 

SGC: We have two members who move to Past Active status this year, III.-.Bros.-. Richard 
Elwood Barr, Past Deputy for BC and the Yukon and Stanley James Clayton the present 
Deputy for Alberta. There are no other members seeking Past Active Rank. 

SGC invited III.-.Ronald E. Seale, SGC of the SJ and III.-.Norman Christensen to join him in 
forming a round table for discussion. As we have new SGC’s for all three Supreme Councils, 
we felt it would be a good idea to have a discussion about each of the Supreme Councils and 
how they work, our similarities and differences. 

The challenge put by the SGC was that each should have an opportunity to tell us what they 
think is the most important part of their job. 

III.-.Ronald E. Seale: As Grand Commander of any Supreme Council, I believe the most 
important job that I have is to ensure that within our Supreme Council and we have other 
Supreme Councils represented is to ensure that peace and harmony and concord exist among 
the Brethren. That is number one for without that we cannot do the work we are called to do as 
Masons. That is not to be misunderstood to say that everyone is of the same opinion, that 
would be terribly boring and, I think, terribly distractive to what we are trying to do. But to be 
sure that we all remember that whatever our opinions may be about any given issue that we 
are first and foremost Master Masons and we are called back to that Altar around which we 
first stood in a spirit of brotherhood and comradeship and fraternity. If we lose that then our 
work cannot be done. So it is easy to listen to this and say that is just so much “hype” or 
another idealistic phrase. I have seen Supreme Council and have been a part of a Supreme 
Council when that was not the case and I know that when that occurs, the Supreme Council is 
crippled and those that look to us for leadership are disappointed. The first job that a Grand 
Commander and the most important thing that I do is to see that we operate in an atmosphere 
of fraternity and that we practice Masonry as we go about the business of being Masons. That 
is the most important thing that I do. 
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III.-.Norman Christensen: Thank you SGC Commander. You were kind enough, when we met 
in Grand Rapids, to give me an indication of some of the topics we might cover today. When I 
saw the topic of the roll of a SGC, I thought it best that I ask my SGC for his exact words. He 
expresses in three very simple lines the following words. “The most important roll of a SGC is 
the care and promotion of the Rite and the direction of its business activities. Equally he has 
an important number of ceremonial functions wherein he presents the public face of the 
Supreme Council”. Three very simple lines that I know from simple observation as I judge the 
men sitting to my right and to my left and my own SGC is a full time job in this organization. 

III.-.Bro.\ Orlan Weber: Thank you very much I know as I talk to Walter as he goes around to 
visit the different Valleys trying to raise money for the Learning Centres; it takes a lot of money 
to run those Learning Centres. It is a never-ending job. In the SJ you have other significant 
charitable activities than just the Learning Centres. Could you tell us something about them? 

III.-.Ronald E. Seal: Our Learning Centres operate a little different from those in the NMJ and 
as I understand you have taken the lead from the NMJ in establishing Learning Centres in 
Canada. In the SJ we are organized a little differently. We began our Learning Centres in the 
1950’s, the first one was in Denver. We are now approaching the 200 th Learning Centre. We 
have opened or are approaching the opening of number 179. Where the NMJ Centres 
primarily focus on Dyslexia and are centrally controlled and operated from Lexington, our 
Centres are locally owned and operated, which has some benefits but also some negatives 
sides to it as well. To give you an example; of the three active members that we have here, 
Jack Rehberg in the State of Montana may be different than what Howard does in Mississippi 
or when David was the Active Member what he did in the State of Virginia as far as the 
organization and the funding is done locally. Primarily we deal although in many instances 
Dyslexia is addressed, but the primary focus of what the SJ Centres do is speech, language 
development and auditory delays in children. In some of the Centres that do not address 
Dyslexia per say arrangements are made to refer those children to appropriate care. We do 
more speech and auditory developmental delay in our Centres. That in a nutshell is the 
difference between our two jurisdictions. Quite frankly I have looked at what the NMJ has 
done, I have talked to SGC Webber about it many times. A lot of what they do, in hindsight, it 
might have been better if we did it that way, but that is simply the difference in our two 
jurisdictions. Beyond that we have a number of other charitable things that we do. That is done 
on a state-by-state basis to a certain degree. As you have done and as the NMJ does we have 
a lot of scholarships on the undergraduate or graduate level for young people pursuing career 
studies beyond the undergraduate degree. One of the charities that particularly speaks to me 
right now and is very pertinent to what our Southern States are going through, a number of our 
Valleys and incidentally one of Jack Rheburg’s Valleys does this, is that we operate a School 
Shoes for Children program. In many Valleys children from many families that cannot afford 
the necessities for the young people at the beginning of the school year, the Scottish Rite has 
amassed a number of sneakers and tennis shoes and it looks like within their Scottish Rite 
buildings a shoe store for little people. At the beginning of the school year kids and their 
families come in and are fitted with shoes and are made ready for the school year. That was 
particularly successful in Birmingham Alabama. They have done this for a number of years, 
have received coverage in the press and it has been a marvelous program in that regard. 
Those are some of the things that immediately come to mind. If there are other specifics that 
you wish to know about, I will be glad to discuss them. 

How about your hospitals? 
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The Texas Scottish Rite operates the Texas Scottish Rite Hospital for Children. This is an 
orthopedic hospital primarily. It is housed in Dallas, Texas and is a first class facility. Many of 
the children that are treated there are treated on an out patient basis. There is some inpatient 
coverage but it is operated by a separate foundation within the Scottish Rite of Texas. If you 
have the opportunity to be in Dallas, I would encourage you to visit that hospital. You will be 
proud of the work that is done in the name of Scottish Rite Masonry. 

Do you just have the one hospital? 

There are two hospitals that bear the name of “Scottish Rite”, the second being in Atlanta. At 
the present time however, that hospital, although it is affiliated with Scottish Rite it is a very 
lose affiliation. The relationship has drifted over the last ten years and we are working to 
restore it to a status similar to that with Dallas, which is a very close relationship. 

SGC Weber asked SGC Norman Christensen about the museum in Lexington, which is a fine 
example of your charitable work 

III.-. Norman Christensen: Yes SGC, the museum in 1976 on the 200 th anniversary of our 
country’s independence was a gift to the American people. It is doing business today as a 
National Heritage Museum. It has a $42 million endowment; the museum is self-supporting 
with an annual budget of $3.2 million. It is professionally directed with a dedicated staff 
museum and library personnel. The museum as you probably know is in its 30 th year of 
existence this year. It authorized the writing and publication of the book American Freemasons 
authored by Bro Mark Tabert, 32° who is also the Masonic Curator of the Masonic exhibits at 
our National Heritage Museum. This book is but a further step of the recognized excellence 
that this museum has obtained in having shown over 289 separate exhibits during its 
existence. Recently the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, which is the third oldest Masonic body 
in the world has placed their archives and artifacts on permanent loan with our fully 
professionally museum. This with our outstanding library collections and the materials from the 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, we believe that our museum has become one of the finest 
Masonic repositories in the world. It is one of four charities that the NMJ and the 15 states that 
comprise our Jurisdiction which as most of you know is the north eastern part of the country, 
north of the Ohio and east of the Mississippi Rivers, which is why I can take my wife to 
Minnesota in the winter and tell her we are going south. The other charities that we have and I 
will lead-up if I may to our learning Centres which indeed is our flagship charity today. Our 
oldest charity dating back to the twenties was our contribution to research in schizophrenia. It 
has long been held an interest of our Supreme Council and currently we grant $15,000 annual 
fellowships at various colleges and universities in the NMJ for individuals working in the field of 
schizophrenia research. We also have an Abbott’s scholarship fund which now provides about 
$450,000 annually for post secondary education to sons and daughters and families of our 
membership in our Supreme Council as well as graduates today of our 32° Masonic Learning 
Centres for Children with Dyslexia. Once again our newest charity, one which we share with 
your Jurisdiction is the Masonic Learning Centres for Children with Dyslexia. Two months ago 
we opened our 53 rd Centre and this month begin our 12th year of the operations of that charity. 
We stepped out in faith 2 years ago in Grand Rapids. We approved a budget just slightly less 
than $8.0 million to fund those 53 Learning Centres. This year we will be tutoring close to 
1,500 students, training 350 to 360 tutors in the Orton Gillingham method as well as receiving 
support from additional staff and tutors in those 53 Centres. 

SGC Orlan Weber thanked the III.-. Ronald E. Seale and III.-. Norman L. Christensen fora most 
enlightening discussion regarding their respective Supreme Councils. The applause and 
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standing ovation from the Brethren cannot say it any more clearly than any words I could 
express. Thank you my Brethren.

THE SCOTTISH RITE CHARITABLE FOUNDATION’S 
ANNUAL PRESIDENT’S REPORT 

In this, the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, I have the opportunity to look back at the 
success of the past and an exciting, but demanding, future. Thanks to our donors, the 
Foundation has been able to grant millions of dollars to researchers and students who are 
looking for solutions to mental impairment in children and the elderly. As with all basic 
research, progress on diseases such as Alzheimer's, is slow and methodical. But the research 
we support is making headway and we are proud to be part of the relentless march toward 
effective treatments. 

2003-04 was a promising year in several ways. First, the London Centre for Children took in its 
first group of students and from all accounts, it was a terrific success. Second, the participation 
rate for donations to the Foundation increased to 6.6% from 6.2% last year. Third, over 
$500,000 was distributed through the tireless work of the Grants and Awards Committee to 
persons throughout Canada searching for causes and seeking solutions to the puzzles of the 
mind in the young and the elderly. However, challenges remain, as you can read in the 
Treasurer's statement in this Annual Report. Quite simply, if we are going to do more we will 
need to raise more money. 

It's human nature to be attracted to the new, and certainly the London Learning Centre, as our 
newest venture attracted its share of attention. Already there is an informal waiting list of 
parents who want to enroll their child and there are more volunteers coming forward to be 
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tutors. 


My favourite story concerning the Centre focuses on one young girl, who, after just six months 
of tutoring, increased her reading skill by three years. It's a story like this that makes our work, 
and our donations, so satisfying. I can imagine the smile that must have spread across her 
face, and across the faces of her parents, as prospects brightened in her family. But, 
remember, that while a smile goes a long way it has to start somewhere. 

I thank London Valley for their initiative and their exceptional work culminating in the dedication 
of the Learning Centre in the Masonic Temple on May 16, 2004. The success of the London 
Centre is so dramatic, and the need to help dyslexic children so great, that two Valleys, 
Windsor and Halifax, are preparing their own proposals for Centres. We'll have to wait and see 
how the funding goes, but we're obviously off to a great start in London. 

I especially want to thank Andy Anderson in London who organized the first Polar Bear Classic 
Walkathon to raise money for the Learning Centres program. It was the first of a planned 
annual series of walkathons to raise capital for the Foundation's Learning Centres program to 
be held on the last Saturday of May. Organizing these events is a huge amount of work so 
Andy and his committee deserve a lot of credit. I wish them all the luck in the world. 

In previous years I, and others, have spoken about the need to increase the percentage of our 
members who donate to the Foundation. It was two years ago that Vice-President Harold 
Crosby told us that the national participation rate was just 3.2%. Now, as I mentioned at the 
beginning, the rate has climbed to 6.6%. We are still shy of our minimum goal of a national rate 
of 10%, but we are trending in the right direction. A trend that worries me, however, is the 
declining number of individual donors. 

In 2003 we had 1,215 individual donors. In 2004, we had 1,125. That's a drop of 90 donors... 
about 7.5 per cent. I know that our total membership has dropped, and that may explain some 
of the decline, but this drop in the number of individual donors, if it is a trend, is worrisome. 

I realize that some Valleys raise a great deal of money through events, and believe me, we're 
grateful for their effort and contribution. I certainly understand the concept of value-for-money. I 
think it's easier to buy a ticket to a golf tournament, and get some tangible benefit for your 
money, than to make a donation in the Blue Envelope, that doesn't have a tangible benefit. 

The simple fact is, we need both. We need individual donations and we need fund raising 
events. My only concern, as I said earlier, is that the number of individual donors has dropped 
by 7.5% per cent in the past year. So I hope, when you go back to your Lodges and Valleys 
that you'll encourage people to write a cheque for the Blue Envelope just as much as you ask 
them to buy a ticket to a golf tournament. 

While we tend to focus on increasing the national participation rate it’s important to remember 
that some Valleys have already exceeded the minimum 10% target. 

I’d like to acknowledge the top five Valleys and offer my congratulations on a superb 
performance. You are an inspiration to everyone. 

• Medicine Hat, 20% 

• Central Alberta, 19% 

• Sydney, 17% 
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• Kamloops, 15% 

• Victoria, 12% 

Another way of looking at participation rates is how mush the rate has increased over the year. 
To me, this measurement acknowledges effort. In some cases, the participation rate may still 
be low, but, clearly, an effort is being made to increase the number of donors. 

The top five Valleys showing the greatest increase in the participation rate are: 

• St. John’s, with an increase of 326%. 

Their participation rate increased from 0.69% to just under 3 per cent. I imagine they’d said it’s 
still low, and it is. But they’re trying. You can’t get to 10% if you don’t first get to 3 and 5 and 7 
per cent. 

• Calgary, 209% 

• Moncton, 181% 

• Campbell River, 180% 

• Colville, 117% 

I and my fellow Board members believe this issue of participation rate is so vital to our financial 
health that we will be introducing, for next year’s annual meeting, awards that acknowledge the 
top performers in the two categories I just reviewed: top participation rate and the greatest 
increase in the participation rate. I hope that the introduction of an awards program will 
encourage some friendly competition among our Valleys and Valley Reps. 

I certainly want to thank Don Thornton, Dr. Gareth Taylor, Dr. Paul Fraser and their many 
collegues in Canada who adjudicate the applications for grants, awards and Bursaries. This is, 
by no means, an easy task because all the applications have merit. This year, the committee 
reviewed 78 applications, 33 of which were new applications for major research grants. In all, 
the committee approved new and renewed major grants, awards to graduate students and 
bursaries to college students and approved requests worth $490,000. 

An initiative of the Foundation on the practical side of recognizing the effect Alzheimer’s can 
have on family members who must care for loved ones afflicted with the disease was the 
support given at the suggestion of Director Philippe Decelles to “Baluchon (travel bag) 
Alzheimer” in Montreal, an organization devoted to giving respite to these care givers. A 
bonus for the Foundation was the excellent photographic coverage given to the presentation of 
the Foundation’s donation in the society’s bulletin L’entr aide-memoire. 

As always, appreciation is extended to the Foundation’s representatives in each Valley, the 
Grand Secretaries and Registrars and the Hamilton office personnel for their commitment to 
the charity of the Scottish Rite Freemasons of Canada.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council is a not for profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks. 

Investments 

Investments in bonds are recorded at cost and generally are held to maturity. Discounts and premiums on 
acquisition are not amortized, but are maintained at cost with final gain or loss recorded on disposition. The 
investments are written down to market value when any decline in value is considered to be other than temporary. 

Fixed assets 

Equipment purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortization is provided on a straight-line basis 
over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the restricted method of accounting for contributions. Restricted and unrestricted 
contributions are recognized as revenue in the year received or receivable. Fundraising revenue from events is 
recognized in the year of the event. 

Financial instruments 

For cash and cash equivalents, receivables, and payables and accruals, the carrying amounts of these financial 
instruments approximates their fair value due to their short term maturity or capacity of prompt liquidation. For the 
investments in bonds and equities, fair values are disclosed in page 7. 

The financial risk is the risk to the organization’s earnings that arises from fluctuations in interest rates and the 
degree of volatility of these rates. The organization does not use derivative instruments to reduce its exposure to 
interest risk.

Use of estimates

revenues and expenditures during the reporting period. Where estimation uncertainty exists, the financial 
statements have been prepared within reasonable limits of materiality. Actual results could differ from those 
estimates.

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REPORT OF THE DEPUTY FOR 
ALBERTA AND THE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to submit my report as Deputy, on the condition and activities of the five Scottish 
Rite Valleys in Alberta in accordance with Article 26 (d) of the Statutes. 

Names of Brethren, who passed away during the last year, are inscribed in the obituary 
records of these annual proceedings. To their families we extend our deepest sympathies. 

Calgary 

The 48th Fall Assembly of Southalta Consistory was held November 11-13, 2004 in 
Freemasons' Flail in Calgary. The 19th, 20th, 22nd, 23rd, 30, 31, & 32nd degrees were 
conferred on twenty-nine Candidates Friday and Saturday. A Table Lodge was conducted 
following the 32°. 

The Calgary Valley performed a joint installation in November. All three bodies were installed 
in the same evening thus saving two nights for other programs. It has been agreed by the 
officers of the three bodies to try it again this November. The Ritual used was the same as last 
year and approved by the ritualistic committee on a trial basis. 

On December 6th the Valley of Calgary conferred the seventh degree on sixteen candidates 
from Calgary, six from Central Valley and one from the Lethbridge Valley.

REPORT OF THE 
DEPUTY FOR NEW BRUNSWICK

Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren. 

In strict compliance with Art. 26 (d) of the Statutes this report of the Valleys in New Brunswick 
for 2004-2005is hereby submitted. 

Once again much emphasis has been placed on Valley membership both in the attraction and 
retention aspect. A certain amount of success has been made in both departments in all three 
Valleys. Master Mason nights have been held in all valleys and have secured favourable 
results. The Saint John Valley presently holds 9 regular meetings and 1 Reunion in the year in 
the Lodge of Perfection and there has been some discussion to reduce this number because 
of conflicting duties of the officers and members. The Chapter Rose Croix meets February to 
Easter and one (1) meeting in December. (3 regular meetings, 1 Reunion, Maundy Thursday, 
Easter Sunday and 1 Annual meeting and Installation ). The New Brunswick Consistory holds 
3 regular meetings (1 in Moncton, 1 in Fredericton and 1 in Saint John) and 1 Reunion in Saint

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Retention committee to compliment the Membership committee which has worked so hard 
over the past two years.

The recruitment 
of new members and the retention of existing members will continue to be our primary concern 
and focus. 

Much discussion has taken place regarding meeting content in order to achieve better 
attendance and participation on the nights that no degree work is scheduled and hopefully in 
the coming months we shall see some innovative and entertaining programs. Our widows 
program is carried on recognizing them at Easter and Christmas. As in the past I was a guest 
and attendee at the annual installation of officers of Luxor Shrine AAONMS. 

I also attended the Annual Meeting of the Grand Lodge of New Brunswick. I received an 
invitation to attend the Installation ceremonies of Phil-Drader Coronation Chapter Order of 
Demolay and was represented by lll□Bro□Chaulk. However they are hosting a Convention in 
Fredericton on July 22 - 24, which I hope to attend. 

After attending Supreme Council Sessions in September last year the fall was busy with Lodge 
of Perfection and Consistory Reunions. At Christmas in Saint John they had their annual wine 
and cheese party. In Moncton in January they held their Burns Supper. Easter was busy with 
Rose Croix Reunions, Maundy Thursday ceremonies and Easter Sunday ceremonies. 

There is a meeting scheduled shortly hosted by the Grand Master for the heads of all the 
Concordant bodies as well as the Shrine which should be most informative and hopefully 
productive.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY FOR NOVA SCOTIA, 

PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND, NEWFOUNDLAND AND LABRADOR. 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is a pleasure to submit this report on the condition and activities of the four Scottish Rite 
valleys in my jurisdiction. 

I will summarize my year as Deputy and the events and Official Visits I made to the Valleys. 
Travel to the Prince Edward Island and Cape Breton Valley’s is relatively easy, to 
Newfoundland is a little more extensive, in time and travel expense, and for this reason I made 
only two trips to Newfoundland. 
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I have stated in my reports in previous years that, each of the Valley’s in my jurisdiction offer a 
slightly different perspective on how they conduct meetings, present degrees, do charitable 
work and it offers me an opportunity to trade ideas with the Valleys and encourage them to do 
something another Valley has started and been successful. 

Valley Of Halifax 

Halifax, being my home Valley, I was able to attend most meetings of the three bodies here. I 
also attended the quarterly meetings of the Valley Executive. I really feel the strength of a 
Valley is in its Executive and I encourage all Valleys to have regular meaningful Executive 
meetings. 

I am also a member of the Steering Committee for establishment of a new Children’s Learning 
Centre in Halifax, under the Chairmanship of III^BronHarold E. Crosby, 33°. This Committee, 
with lll□Bro□Crosby’s leadership is well on the way to opening the Centre in early 2006. I have 
shared this excitement with other Valleys and we are proud to be an early part of this new 
learning link in the Scottish Rite. 

With the assistance of III^BronHarold Crosby, 33°; III^BroDPhil Raymond, 33°; lll□Bro□Robert

Valley Of Summerside

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY FOR ONTARIO 
(III .-.Bro.-. Donald N. Campbell) 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to present my report on the state of the Scottish Rite Masonry in the following 
Valleys, namely Barrie, Hamilton, Ottawa, Toronto. 

Valley Of Barrie - Membership 
Lodge Of Perfection 1743 , 

Rose Croix 1628 , 

Consistory 1779 . 
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I attended the Barrie Lodge of Perfection on October 22 & 23. and replied to the toast to 
Supreme Council and spoke to the brethren present regarding actions taken and approved at 
Supreme Council in Edmonton, Alberta in 2005. There are 25 new members of the Lodge of 
Perfection. Being my home Valley I was able to attend most of the reunions of the Lodge of 
Perfection, Spry Chapter Rose Croix and Barrie Consistory. 

The Valley has continued its practice of naming the reunions after distinguished Scottish Rite 
Masons of the Valley. The Fall reunions of the Barrie Valley were named in honour of 
lllTBronRay Ranee, 33° a distinguished Scottish Rite Mason and Grand Secretary and 
Registrar of the three Scottish Rite bodies in Barrie. He has for years assisted in the degrees 
of the Barrie Valley and is active in his craft lodges and the Georgian Masonic district. He is a 
Past Commander in Chief of Barrie Consistory. He continues to support Masonry by his 
guidance, dedication and attendance to our craft. The spring reunions were named after 
IIInBronRay Latimer, 33°, a dedicated Mason who has served Scottish Rite with distinction for 
many years, and continues to do so. He is and has been for many years the chairman of the 
costume and regalia room. He is a Past Commander in Chief of Barrie Consistory. I 
congratulate them and the Valley on this honour bestowed on them. Barrie Valley holds two 
reunions a year (spring & fall) for the Lodge of Perfection, Rose Croix and the Consistory. 

Barrie Valley held a very successful Master Masons day in Nov. 2004 and is again holding one 
on Nov. 19, 2005. In Nov. of 2004 there were some 32 Master Masons and 70 Scottish Rite 
members attending. This has helped the size of the class in the spring of 2005 and I believe it 
will bear fruit for years to come. 

Barrie Valley has two 3rd degree teams who travel on invitation to craft lodges, portray the 
degrees and then give a brief explanation of Scottish Rite to members present. The teams 
have this last year portrayed the 3rd degree on three occasions. These teams are situated in 
the North and South areas in which a large number of their members reside. 

The Valley each August holds a social in the form of a pig roast and the revenue from this 
event is used for the repair and maintenance of regalia. This event promotes the friendship of 
the members and also promotes Scottish Rite Masonry in the community as a whole. 


Barrie Valley holds Maundy Thursday and Easter ceremonies at several areas outside of 
Barrie. I spoke at Barrie and there is a speaker at each of the six other auxiliary ceremonies. 
This gives the members in these areas a chance to attend. At the 7 locations 237 members 
attended the ceremony on Thursday and 208 on Sunday morning. 

Barrie Valley looks forward to the visit of the Sovereign Grand Commander on Feb.25, 2005. 
He will address the members at the banquet at noon on that day. 

Muskoka Scottish Rite Club has been in operation for some 33 years. They meet 4 times each 
year and have speakers at each meeting with good fellowship. This is a great way of 
supporting Scottish Rite and the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. With many members 
retiring to this area they find that they can continue their fellowship by joining and attending 
this club. Their average attendance is 50 members and the membership of the club is 
approximately 140. The Muskoka Scottish Rite Club portrays the eighth degree in the Lodge 
of Perfection and continues to do that portion of the 32° of the tents and standards. They have 
at each meeting a collection called "Bucks Buck" named after the member who suggested it 
and along with other fundraisers will present $3000 to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
at Supreme Council in Toronto in Sept. 2005 as a result of their efforts. 
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To the members of the Valley of Barrie, I cannot fully express my thanks for their 
encouragement and support and their attendance at my visits when possible, and in their 
attendance at the Supreme Council Meetings each spring. Their registration has been greater 
than 10% of the total registration in the last number of years. The members of Supreme 
Council and their wives hold a meeting in the spring of each year. The men have their meeting 
and the ladies have an interesting program. This gives the members and their wives an 
opportunity to become acquainted with the new members who received their 33° in the 
previous Session and the candidates for the coming Supreme Council meeting. They then 
have a time of fellowship and a banquet before returning home. 

Valley Of Toronto - Membership 
Lodge Of Perfection 2360, 

Rose Croix 2025 

I attended Toronto Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix and spoke at the banquet before the 17th 
degree. There were 17 in the class. I was received in proper form in the lodge room. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander IM%BroDOrlan J. Weber, 33° made his official visit to the 
Toronto Valley on April 12, 2004. He gave an inspirational address on increasing attendance at 
Scottish Rite meetings. On May 7, 2004 MI%BronC. Robert Townshend, 33° our Lieutenant 
Grand Commander spoke at the banquet. I was not able to attend as I was in North Bay 
subbing for their Deputy Walter Matyczuk, 33° who was ill.

The honour 
this year has been given to III^BronWally Hamilton, 33° a very active Scottish Rite in the 
Ottawa Valley and the surrounding area where he lives. He is active in the 14th° and in the 
craft lodges in the district where he resides. I congratulate him on this honour and the Valley 
for honouring him for his work for Masonry in general and Scottish Rite in particular.

& A.M. of Canada in the Province of Ontario, The Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons in 
Ontario, The Sovereign Priory of Canada, The Ontario Valleys of Scottish Rite and the Ontario 
Shrine Temples. IIInBroDNorman E. Byrne, 33° Past Sovereign Grand Commander has 
spoken at the ceremonials of the Rameses Shrine (and continues to do so) and invited those 
in the class who are not members to consider membership in the Scottish Rite.

June and I had the privilege to represent Scottish Rite at the Provincial Chapter installation of 
DeMolay in Barrie in Nov.13, 2004. I encourage all members of the Scottish Rite to attend a 
DeMolay meeting and support these young men in this particular part of their upbringing. The 
presentation by these members was exceptional and the installation ceremony was conducted 
with dignity. These young members are a credit to DeMolay, their parents, the community in 
which they reside and are our members of the future. 

Communication among our membership is important. A number of Valleys publish newsletters 
to keep their members informed. Some communicate by their notices each month. All these 
are important to our brethren who are unable to attend our meetings. While deaths, 
suspensions and demit outnumbered the total of new members, it must be remembered that 
by personal contact and communication with members, suspensions and demit are 
manageable. An invitation given by each Scottish Rite member to his fellow Mason who is not 
a member of Scottish Rite will assist to stem our decline in membership. Let each one of us 
give it a try. 

I have given dispensations as required and processed applications re changing of by-laws as 
presented to me as set out in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The Valleys in the area which I visit are taking the approach of making themselves more visible 
in their respective areas, which is beneficial for Scottish Rite in general and the Valleys in 
particular. 

A number of the Valleys hold open houses, open installations and have degree teams visit 
craft lodges to tell the Scottish Rite story stressing the great pleasure of becoming a member. 
These have proven to be an excellent way of promoting Scottish Rite to those who attend. I 
congratulate these Valleys for their courage and foresight in seeking approval for these open 
houses and for the planning of these events. 
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The Valley of Toronto has been especially successful in having an open house and explaining 
Scottish Rite to those attending. They apply to Supreme Council for a dispensation to portray a 
portion of a degree.

During the year the valleys under my jurisdiction have worked together in addressing some of 
their mutual concerns which has, in my opinion, been particularly helpful in determining 
courses of action to be pursued. On June 18th Guelph, Niagara and Peterborough Valleys 
attended a Leadership Training Seminar, which concentrated on identifying issues facing the 
valleys and establishing action plans which were to be acted upon by each valley to counteract 
any adverse items or take advantage of any opportunities which lay before them. Over the 
course of the next year, as these initiatives are developed and implemented, we expect to see 
a further revitalization of Scottish Rite. Unfortunately Kingston Valley was not able to attend 
the seminar but will receive the information developed and will use it in a similar effort to be 
held in Kingston in October or November this year.

RAPPORT DU DEPUTE 
POUR LE QUEBEC 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I have the pleasure to submit hereafter my annual report on the Scottish Rite Valleys of the 
Province of Quebec for the year ended May 31,2005. 

The highlight of the year in the Province of Quebec was the visit of the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Orlan J. Weber, 33°, and his nice wife Janet, to the Valley of Montreal on March 
18, and the following day to the Valley of Quebec, of which I speak in greater detail below. 

On December 13, 2004, with my assent, lll□Bro□Yves Royer, 32°,T.F.P.G.M. of la Loge de 
Perfection Fleur-de-Lys, hosted a Table Ceremonial diner, loosely based on a French A. & A. 
S. R. tradition, in an enclosed room of the well known restaurant La Rapiere in downtown 
Montreal, owned by the widow of a beloved brother. It was a big success both in interest as 
well as in number. All in attendance wish the event to take place again next year. The ritualistic 
format needs polishing and enhancement however, and the Ritual Committee will have to look 
into same, time permitting. 

On the Saturday morning of February 12, 2005, after a formal invitation, I held a restricted 
Supreme Council members meeting and brunch in Montreal to exchange views and discuss 
mutual points of interest. Three Quebec City members made the trip to be in attendance. This 
was a first in a very long time and it was appreciated by the 13 brethren present. It should be 
held again during the coming year. 

On Friday March 18, at the occasion of a very special night, le Chapitre du Mont Real, U.D., 
surrendered its dispensation as it received its charter from the hands of our Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Orlan J. Weber, 33°. While he presided, the ceremonies of Constitution, 
Consecration and Installation were conducted in French impeccably by lll□Bros□P.A. Decelles 
and J. A. Prosnick, both 33°. On the occasion, NlTBroDJean Reed, 33°, took over from the 
undersigned as M.W.S. of a group of dedicated brethren in whom rest great hopes and 
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expectations. At the following banquet hour, our S.G.C., addressing the brethren in French, 
emphasised the fact that this was most certainly the first French speaking Chapter ever 
consecrated on the whole American Continent and congratulated the founding brethren for 
their determination and dedication. It was a memorable occasion and a great and well- 
prepared piece of work and festive event. 

On the next day, the S.G.C and the undersigned, accompanied by lll□Bro□Jean Reed, 33°, 
and our three ladies, made an official visit to the Valley of Quebec. We were very well received 
by lll□Bro□Edmond N. Picard, 32°, T.P.G.M. of the Quebec Lodge of Perfection, and thereafter 
shared a cocktail and refreshment hour where the hospitality was at par with the reputation of 
the Old Capital City. The Quebec Valley still struggles in terms of numbers, but is considering 
working more and more in French in an effort to attract more candidates. 

The Valley of Montreal, as per what has become a yearly tradition of inter-Valley visitation, 
sent a delegation to the Valley of Burlington, VT, on Saturday April 23, led by John Prosnick, 
33°, Active Member for Quebec, to perform a 30° with great success. Some 25 brethren 
enjoyed a memorable day. IIInBroDProsnick was received with all due honours by both the 
Deputy and the Active Member for Vermont (N.M.J.). 

Again this year, the three speaking bodies of the Montreal Valley put up and well performed all 
ten traditional compulsory degrees, plus the 17° and the Constans Allegory. In addition, and for 
a second year, young members of Beaver Lodge N° 99 & St. George’s Lodge N°10, G.R.Q., 
presented the 22° of Prince of Lebanus in a fashion that forces admiration. This well planned 
and prepared project created strong motivations for other members of the Rite to undertake 
similar initiatives. The rhythm is slower on the French side, as Instruction nights are inserted 
every second month between the degree work. The formula works very well indeed and the 
members are happy with it. 

I was invited as an official guest and attended the annual session of the Grand Chapter of 
Royal Arch Masons of Quebec on Friday May 13, where I was very well received. 

Another good news from La Belle Province was the election and installation of IIInBroDJohn A. 
Prosnick, 33°, as M. W. Grand Master of all Masons in Quebec on Saturday May the 28 th . The 
mere fact that a member of the Supreme Council attains such a high office serves as a 
tremendous reference as to the quality and devotion of the Masons composing the Rite, not to 
forget the qualities of the individual himself. All members of the Rite were most pleased and 
honoured by this achievement. 

During the year, all the recipients of grants and bursaries from the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation in the Montreal region were invited to receive their cheques at a regular meeting of 
the Valley during the fall and early winter months, both on the English and the French speaking 
side. Only one recipient I had to receive earlier at my office, due to a schedule problem, but 
she came to visit the French Lodge of Perfection later to present a resume of her research 
work. These visits are a great occasion to have profane, family and friends to enter a Masonic 
Temple and see our Brethren where they work, and exchange on very interesting research 
subjects. Awareness is the result, on both sides. 

Our Province does not escape the general trend of a slowly declining membership, principally 
due to deaths and withdrawals of older members. However, I am glad to report that in the 
Valley of Montreal, in large part due to a well presented Master Mason Night, the numbers of 
candidates in the recent classes show signs of a possible revival, with quite many young and 
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active new members joining the ranks. It is harder nowadays to round up some brothers for 
rehearsals, time being a rare commodity for young to middle age brethren, and one can 
perceive from certain brethren an apparent lack of willingness to serve as officers. But, 
generally, spirits are high, enthusiasm is present in most and the work is of good quality.

lll□Bro□Freestone, prior to his retirement to British Columbia a number of years ago, was very 
active in Masonic circles in Saskatchewan. 

We extend our sincere sympathy to their families, friends and loved ones. 

Valley Of Moose Jaw 

The Moose Jaw Lodge of Perfection and the Alexander Sheppard Chapter of Rose Croix held 
regular meetings throughout the year. The Easter Ceremonies of Extinguishing and Re-

lll□Bro□Norman Edward Byrne, 33 Q was elected and 
installed as Sovereign Grand Commander on September 
16, 2000, in Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

Bro. Byrne was a native of Hamilton, Ontario and resided 
in Ancaster. He received his elementary education in 
Hamilton and graduated in Mechanical Engineering, 
S.P.S., at the University of Toronto in 1949, and continued 
his education at Osgoode Hall Law School, before being 
called to the Bar in 1953. He was Counsel with McHugh 
Mowat Whitmore of Hamilton, and was also a Registered 
Professional Engineer (A.P.E.O.). He was created a 
Queen's Counsel in 1965 and was semi-retired from the 
practice of law. To dispel a nasty rumour - when you said 
to him “How are you today” - he never considered his 
answer a legal opinion - so therefore there was never a 
charge. 

Bro. Byrne first saw the light of Masonry at University 
Lodge No.496 in Toronto. He returned to Hamilton to 
practise law with his late father, Norman W. Byrne, Q.C., 
33 Q , and became a charter member of Meridian Lodge No.687. He served as WM in 1961, 
held the office as Organist until he was elected Grand Master in 1991. 

He also served as a member of the Board of General Purposes of the Grand Lodge of Canada 
in the Province of Ontario continuously from 1973 until his election as Grand Master, having 
served as chairman of a number of committees thereof. He was appointed Vice-Chairman of 
the Conference of Grand Masters in North America in 1992 and was Chairman of The 
Conference of Canadian Grand and District Grand Lodges that same year. 

He was a member of King David Chapter R.A.M., appointed Grand Senior Sojourner in 1992, 
and was Chairman of one of the Grand Chapter committees. He was a Shriner and a member 
of Rameses Temple, Toronto. In 1998 he was awarded the Gold Honour Award by the York 
Rite Sovereign College of North America. 

In Scottish Rite Masonry, he was a member of all Scottish Rite bodies, served as TPGM of 
Murton Lodge of Perfection in 1970-71, became CIC of Moore Sovereign Consistory in 1980, 
and was made an Honorary Past Most Wise Sovereign of Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose 
Croix in 1997. Bro. Byrne was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General at Vancouver, British 
Columbia, in September 1973, and was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General at 
Thunder Bay, Ontario, in 1991. He was also the Grand Representative for Germany near our 
Supreme Council. 

He became a member (1975) and Organist of the Royal Order of Scotland. 

In his profession, he is a member of several legal associations and served as President of the 
Hamilton Lawyers' Club in 1965. In his community he has served as a Director and Chairman 
of The Addiction Research Foundation of Ontario, Hamilton branch, and is a lifetime member 
and was a Director and Honorary Solicitor of the YMCA of Hamilton/Burlington. He was 
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honoured for his 40-years service as Honorary Solicitor to the Hamilton/Burlington YMCA and 
was made a member of The YMCA Canada, Legion of Honour at Rideau Hall, Ottawa. 

He was an ardent skier and a member of Holimont Ski Club, Ellicottville, New York, and served 
as a Director and club Secretary for 13 years. He and his wife Nancy were active members of 
Marshall Memorial United Church, Ancaster. 

Bro. Byrne married Nancy Dennis in 1978. He has three children, a daughter, Kathryn 
McGrath, a son, Norman Byrne Jr., and a daughter, Shelley Moody. He and Nancy are the 
proud grandparents of seven grandchildren. 

In addition to his continuing involvement as a member of several committees, of various 
masonic bodies, Bro. Byrne spends what little of his spare time biking, skiing, and learning to 
be proficient with his digital camera with his wife and life-partner Nancy, who ably assists him 
as a most talented and gracious hostess, to his many Masonic friends. Bro. Byrne had 
obtained a computer and became an ardent computer buff. 

During his term as Grand Master he also opened the door to better communication between 
Grand Lodge and the Brethren. 

When Norm became Grand Master, an article appeared in the Hamilton Spectator under the 
heading “Head Mason Hopes to Demystify Order”. During his term of office he was 
interviewed several times, three on Morning Magazine by Bob McLean and once on Canada 
AM by Keith Morrison. Norm, during his time tried to demystify both Craft Masonry and 
Scottish Rite Masonry and we thank him for all his hard work. He made it look so easy. 

IIInBronNorman E. Byrne will not be an easy person to forget, whether it be in Masonry or just 
by knowing him personally. He may have been small in stature but a very large, gentle man in 
heart and of great knowledge. He will be missed by all of those who knew him and by those 
whose heart and life he touched for an instant, for that was the type of man and Mason Bro. 
Byrne was.
